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RESOLUTIONS 


Authorizing  the  Revision  of  the  City  Ordinances,  passed  at  January 
Session  of  the  City  Council  q/'1849,  JVb.  45. 

Resolved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  a  com- 
mittee ot  six,  to  consist  of  three  members  of  each  branch  of  the  city 
council,  be  appointed  by  their  respective  branches,  in  the  usual 
manner  of  appointing  committees,  to  employ  two  competent  per- 
sons to  revise  and  digest  the  ordinances  of  the  mayor  and  city  coun- 
cil of  Baltimore,  and  to  select  such  acts  of  assembly  and  portions 
thereof  relating  or  of  concernment  to  the  inhabitants  and  city  of 
Baltimore,  as  are  needful  for  common  reference,  and  to  prepare  an 
index  to  such  revised  ordinances  and  acts,  and  a  complete  list  of 
all  acts  of  assembly  relating  to  said  city. 

And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  upon  the  completion  of  the  said 
work,  and  its  acceptance  by  the  then  mayor  and  city  council,  there 
shall  be  paid  to  the  persons  executing  the  same  the  sum  of  eight 
hundred  dollars.

Relating  to  the  Printing  of  the  Revised  Ordinances,  passed  at  Janu- 
ary Session  of  the  City  Council  of  1850,  JSTo.  118. 

Resolved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  a 
joint  committee,  consisting  of  one  member  from  the  second  branch, 
and  two  members  from  the  first  branch,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  au- 
thorized to  contract  for  the  printing  of  an  edition  of  five  hundred 
copies  of  the  revised  ordinances,  and  that  when  printed,  one  copy 
be  furnished  to  each  member  of  the  present  city  council,  each  of- 
ficer of  the  corporation  and  justices  of  the  peace  for  the  city  of  Bal- 
timore, and  that  the  remainder  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  regis- 
ter of  the  city,  subject  to  the  control  of  the  mayor  and  city  council. 

Resolved,  That  the  volume  to  be  printed  as  above,  shall  contain 
all  the  revised  ordinances  passed  during  the  present  session — the 
ordinances  of  the  city,  the  titles  whereof  are  enumerated  in  an  ordi- 
nance entitled  "An  ordinance  to  continue  in  force  certain  ordi- 
nances therein  mentioned,  and  to  repeal  others,"  passed  at  said  ses- 
sion, all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  of  assembly  relating  to  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  with  a  list  thereof  and  an  index  to  the  whole. 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appro- 
priated for  the  printing  of  the  hereinbefore  mentioned  edition 
of  revised  ordinances,  for  furnishing  the  paper  therefor,  and  for 
collating,  folding  and  stitching  the  same. 

Resolved,  That  the  said  committee  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  au- 
thorized to  employ  a  competent  person  to  superintend  the  printing 
ofsaici  revised  ordinances,  and  make  the  customary  marginal  index 
thereto ;  and  that  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  appropriated  as  a  compensation  therefor,  payable  by  the 
register  of  the  city,  on  the  completion  of  said  edition,  and  the  ap- 
proval and  acceptance  thereof  by  the  mayor  and  presidents  of  both 
branches  of  the  city  council.

A.\  Ordinance  to  establish  a  Seal  for  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  to  establish 
of  Balti7?iore,   That  the  seal  heretofore  provided  and  used,  the  ^ea]  for  the 
impression  on  which  is  a  representation  of  the  Battle   Monu-  ^^  ^' 
inent,  shall  be  and  is  hereby  established  and  declared  to  have 
been  and  now  to  be  the  seal  of  the  mayor  and  city  council  of 
Baltimore.

An  Ordinance  to  Regulate  Elections. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  «^c?  Penalty  for  ii- 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  if  any  person  at  any  election  iegai  voting, 
hereafter  held  for  any  corporation  piirposes,  having  voted  once, 
shall  offer  to  vote  again  in  the  same  ward,  he  shall  be  subject 
to  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  such  offence,  and  if  any  person 
shall  offer  to  vote  in  any  name  not  his  own,  or  in  place  of  any 
other  person  of  the  same  name,  or  shall  offer  to  vote  in  any 
ward  in  which  he  does  not  reside,  or  residing  out  of  the  city 
shall  offer  to  vote  at  any  such  election,  or  shall  vote  more  than 
once  at  any  such  election,  he  shall  forfeit  twenty  dollars,  and  in 
either  case  the  offender  may  be  immediately  apprehended  there- 
for, by  a  warrant  of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  issued  in  the  nam^ 
of  the  mayor  and  city  council  of  Baltimore. 

Sec.  2.  ^nd  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  in  case  of  any  y^^^^^^  .    . 
vacancy  happening  in  the  city  council,   the  mayor  is  hereby  co^'ucnn?"" ^' ^ 
authorised  and  directed  immediately  to  issue  his  warrant  to  the 
judges  of  election  in  the  ward  where  such  vacancy  shall  happen, 
authorising  and  directing  them  or  a  majority  of  them  to  hold  an 
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election  in  said  ward,  to  fill  up  such  vacancy,  and  the  judges 
shall  give  three  days  public  notice,  previous  to  said  election,  of 
the  time  and  place  in  said  ward  of"  holding  such  election. 
Place  of  eiec-      Sec.  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  elections 
^^"°*  in  the  several  wards  shall  be  held  at  such  place  in  each  ward 

as  the  judges  in  their  discretion  shall  deenn  convenient  for  hold- 
ing the  same,  and  the  judges  and  clerks  shall  have  and  receive 
Compensation  f^j.  ^j^gjj,  services,  in  lieu  of  all  other  expenses  attending  such 
elections,  two  dollars  each,  which   the  register  of  the   city  is 
hereby  authorised  to  pay. 

4.  ^nd  be  it  enacted  and  ordained^  That  the  judges  of 
and  register,     elections  shall,  within  three  days  after  each  election,  make  re- 
turns thereof,  and  deposit  their  polls  with  the  register  of  the 
city,  to  be  by  him  safe  kept  with  the  records  of  his  office,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  attend  either  branch  of  the  city  council  with 
the  said  returns,  if  required,  and  the  same  again  to  receive  and 
deposit  in  his  office.     And  the  register  neglecting  to   comply 
with  the  duties  herein  directed,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of 
twenty  dollars  for  each  and  every  such  neglect. 
Fines  and  pen-      Sec.  5.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  fines  and 
allies.  forfeitures  imposed  by  this  ordinance  shall  be  one  half  for  the 

informer  and  the  other  half  for  the  use  of  the  city.

An  Ordinance  relative  to  Members  and  Clerks  of  the  City  Council. 

Penalty  for  ab-      SECTION  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
^^^Zli'^''''^  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  if  any  member   of  the  city  coun- 
cil shall  neglect  to  appear  at  the  hour  of  meeting,  in  the  branch 
of  which  he  is  a  member,  or  shall,  after  appearance,    absent 
himself  before  the  hour  of  adjournment,  without  leave  first  ob- 
tained of  the  president  of  the  branch  of  w^hich  he  is  a  member, 
such  person  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  two  dol- 
lars for  each  offence,  unless  he   is  excused  by  the   branch  of 
w^hich  he  is  a  member. 
Fines,  how  col-      Sec.  2.    Aiid    be   it  enacted  and    ordained.    That  the  fines 
lected.  and  forfeitures  incurred  under  this  ordinance  shall  be  deducted 

out  of  any  allowance  due  to  the  member  incurring  the  same, 
and  if  such  member  shall  not  have  due  to  him  a  sum  sufficient 
to  discharge  and  pay  the  fines  and  forfeitures  incurred  as  afore- 
said, the  balance  or  sum  remaining  due  shall  and  may  be  col- 
lected in  the  same  manner  as  other  fines  and  forfeitures  are  and 
may  be  collected. 
Absence durin'^  ^^^'  ^'  ^'^^  ^^  ^^  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any  mem- 
ihe  session.  '^  bcr  shall  not  attend  during  the  session  of  the  city  council,  he 
shall  transmit  to  the  president  of  the  branch  of  which  he  is  a 
member,  a  satisfactory  excuse,  in  writing,  during  the  session,  or 
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he  may  be  fined  in  the  discretion  ot"  his  branch,  not  exceeding 
two  dollars  a  day  for  each  day  he  shall  so  absent  himself. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  enacted  and  ordained^  That  neither  branch  Adjournment, 
shall  adjourn  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  for  a  longer  time 
than  one  day  during  the  session. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  enacted  and  ordained^  That  the  members  compensation, 
of  the  city  council  shall  severally  receive  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents, 
as  a  compensation  for  each  day's  attendance. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained^  That  it  shall  not  be  Members  of 
lawful  for  any  member  of  the  city   council  to  be  appointed  to  ^i^y^o""'^!^"®^ 
fill  any  office  held  under  the  appointment  of  the  mayor  and  city  to  office. 
council,  during  the  term  for  which  he  was  elected  as  a  member 
of  the  city  council. 

Sec.  7.  And  he  it  enacted  and  ordained^  That  it  shall  be  Duty  of  clerks, 
the  duty  of  each  of  the  chief  clerks  of  the  city  council  within 
thirty  days  after  each  and  every  session,  to  deliver,  in  person,  to 
the  register  of  the  city,  the  journal  of  his  respective  branch  of 
the  city  council ;  also,  all  petitions,  memorials,  messages,  re- 
ports and  communications  of  every  description,  which  may 
have  been  received  during  the  session,  and  which  may  be  in  his 
possession  at  the  close  thereof;  and  the  register  of  the  city  is 
hereby  directed  to  withhold  from  said  clerk  or  clerks,  one-half  wben  to  be

01  the   amount  or  amounts    which    may  be  due  him   or  them,  ter. 
until  he  or  they  shall  have  performed  all  the  duties  hereinbefore 
prescribed. 

Sec.  8.  And  he  it  enacted  and  ordained^  That  the  said  clerks  To  indorse  pa- 
shall,  before  they  deliver  the  papers  aforesaid,  endorse  each  andP^^^- 
every  one  in  a  proper  manner  and  file  them  in  separate  bundles. 

Sec.  9.  And  he  it  enacted  and  ordained^  That  it  shall  be  their 
duty  to  furnish  the  printer,  who  may  be  selected  by  the  register  r^^  ^y^^jg^^pjo. 
to  print  the  journals  of  the  council,  with   the   proceedings  ofceedingsto 
each  branch,  together  with  all  petitions,  memorials,  communica-P^"^^®'^' 
tions^  messages,  reports  of  committees,  and  such  other  docu- 
ments as  shall  be  directed  to  be  printed. 

Sec.  10.  And  he  it  enacted  and  ordained ,  That  the  chiefPer  diem  sheet, 
clerks  of  the  city  council  shall,  on  the  last  day  of  every  session, 
lay  before  their  respective  branches  a  per  diem  sheet,  with  the 
name  of  every  member,  the  number  of  days  he  has  attended  as 
recorded  on  their  journals  for  the  said  session,  and  the  amount 
carried  out  to  each  name  ;  and  shall,  furthermore,  deliver  said 
sheet  to  the  register  of  the  city  within  five  days  after  each 
session. 

Sec  11.  And  he  it  enacted  and  ordained^  That  the  clerk  of  chief  clerk  of 
the  second  branch  be,  and  he  is  hereby  constituted    the   chief  ^°;';^;|^7o^„^'''" 
clerk  of  the  two  branches  when  in  convention,  and  as  such  shall 
immediately  after  the  adjournment  ot  a  convention,  notify  the 
mayor  of  the  adoption  or   rejection  of  any  nomination,  and  of 
all  appointments  made  by  said  convention. 

Sec  12.  And  he  i^  enacted  and  ordained^  That  it  shall  be  the  memsJf appro- 
duty  of  the  clerks  of  the  two  branches  of  the  city  council,  to  printions. 
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prepare  weekly  statements  of  the  appropriations  of  money, 
passed  by  the  two  branches  of  the  city  council,  and  on  each 
Monday  during  the  session,  to  place  the  same  on  the  journals  of 
the  respective  branches  of  the  city  council,  and  that  such  state- 
ment shall  show  the  aggregate  amount  of  appropriations  up  to 
the  time  of  preparing  it. 

Sec  13.  Aiid  be  it  enacted  and  ordained^  That  the  clerks  of 
each  branch  of  the  city  council,  in  engrossing  the  ordinances  and 
resolutions  passed  by  the  city  council,  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
done  on  paper  of  good  quality  and  uniform  size,  each  sheet 
with  an  inner  margin  of  at  least  two  inches  in  width,  the  bet- 
ter to  permit  the  same  to  be  bound  as  provided  for  in  the  eighth 
section  of  the  ordinance  providing  for  the  appointment  of  a  reg- 
ister and  deputy  register  for  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  pre- 
scribing their  duties  and  compensation.

An  Ordinance  relative  to  the  Officers  of  the  City. 

S|;cTioN  1.  Be  if  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  all  officers  of  the  city,  except  the  reg- 
ister, shall  be  appointed  annually  in  the  month  of  February,  and 
shall  enter  into  their  respective  offices  on  the  first  day  of  March, 
immediately  following  their  respective  appointments. 

Sec.  2.  Aiid  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  it  shall  not  be 
lawful  for  any  officer  or  officers  of  this  corporation  to  be  con- 
cerned directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  contract  for  work  done,  or 
to  be  done,  on  account  of  the  city,  or  in  which  the  city  is  or 
may  be  in  any  way  concerned  ;  nor  shall  they  be  allowed  to  be 
concerned  in  the  purchase  of  any  debt  due  from  the  corpora- 
tion or  claim  upon  the  same  for  any  work  done,  or  to  be  done, 
by  or  under  any  ordinance  of  the  city,  and  any  officer  or  offi- 
cers offending  herein  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars,  and  such  officer  or  officers  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  forfeited  his  or  their  appointment. 

Sec  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  if  any  officer 
or  officers  of  the  corporation  shall,  without  authority,  expend 
or  contract  for  the  expending  any  public  money,  or  shall  in  any 
case  exceed  the  appropriation,  he  or  they  shall  be  held  liable 
in  his  or  their  individual  capacity  for  the  amount  so  improperly 
expended  or  contracted  to  be  expended. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  the  several 
officers  shall  give  bond,  with  security,  to  the  mayor  and  city 
council  of  Baltimore,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  re- 
spective duties,  in  such  penal  sums  as  the  mayor  may  direct, 
except  where  particular  sums  are  specified  by,^ordinance.  I

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Salaries  of  cer-

tioned,  shall  receive  as  a  compensation,  the  salaries  hereinafter 
allowed  them  in  each  and  every  year,  and  no  more,  viz.

An  Ordinance  relative  to  the  Public  Debt  of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and  City  Appointmem 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  there  shall  be  annually  elected  by  a  "^  commission- 
convention  of  both  branches  of  the  city  council,  two  persons  of  ^"°^"'^^"^«- 
experience  and  integrity,  who  in  conjunction  with   the  mayor, 
shall  constitute  the  board  of  commissioners  of  finance. 

Sec  2.  And  he  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  in  case  of  va-  Vacancy. 
cancy  by  death  or  resignation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor 
to  supply  such  vacancy,  and  the  person  or   persons    thus  ap- 
pointed by  the  mayor  shall  remain  in  office  until  an  election  bv 
a  convention  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  taken  place.

of  city  stock  shall  be  issued  in   the  following  form,  viz.

Sec  4.  And  he  it  enacted  and  ordained^  That  all  certificates 
of  stock  shall  be  issued  in  sums  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars each,  and  that  they  shall  only  be  transferable  at  the  mayor's 
office,  in  the  presence  of  the  mayor  or  register,  by  the  proprietor 
or  proprietors  thereof,  or  his,  her  or  their  legal  representatives. 

Sec  5.  And  he  it  enacted  and  ordained^  That  before  the  reg- 
ister shall  issue  any  such  certificate  of  stock,  he  shall  receive 
the  money  for  which  the  same  may  be  issued,  and  shall  proceed 
to  apply  the  said  money  to  the  purposes  for  which  the  issue  of 
certificates  was  authorized,  unless  otherwise  provided  for  by  any 
special  ordinance,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  reg- 
ister to  obtain  the  written  opinion  of  the  city  counsellor  to  that 
effect  previous  to  issuing  any  certificate  of  stock  required  by 
such  special  ordinance. 

Sec  6.  And  he  it  enacted  and  ordained^  That  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  register  to  open  and  keep  regular  and  correct  loan 
books  for  the  registry  and  transfer  of  city  stock,  and  under  the 
direction  of  the  commissioners  of  finance,  to  make  up  lists  of 
its  proprietors  in  time  for  the  punctual  payment  of  the  interest, 
and  to  pay  and  take  receipt  therefor,  and  for  these  purposes 
the  transfer  books  shall  be  closed  fifteen  days  previous  to  each 
day  on  which  the  interest  is  made  payable. 

Sec  7.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained^  That  the  faith  of 
the  corporation  and  its  corporate  property  be  and  they  are  here- 
by pledged  for  the  redemption  of  the  stock  and  payment  of  in- 
terest thereon  quarter  yearly  on  the  first  day  of  January,  April, 
July  and  October. 
Sinking  fund.  Sec  8.  And  he  it  enacted  and  ordained^  That  the  sum  of  six 
thousand  dollars  be  annually  appropriated  in  aid  of  the  sinking 
fund,  to  be  paid  to  the  commissioners  of  finance,  one-half  on 
the  first  day  of  July,  and  the  other  half  on  the  first  day  of 
January,  in  each  and  every  year. 

Sec  9.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  such  sum  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  public 
debt  be  included  in  the  appropriation  bill  of  this  and  every  sub- 
sequent year.

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Sec.  13.  .Lnl  be  it  enacted  and  ordaincdj  That  all  paving  General  regu- 
shall  be  done  with  river  pebble  or  such  stone  as  may  be  con- j|5*'°|^^^"'^  ^^^^* 
sidered  sufficiently  durable  by  saiti  commissioner,  in  size  from 
five  to  seven  inches  in  diameter,  and  at  least  seven  inches  in

And  the  said  commissioner 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  procure  hard  curb  and 
gutter  stone  for  all  the  footways  that  shall  be  made,  the  gutter 
stone  not  to  be  less  than  ten  inches  in  breadth,  eight  inches  in 
depth,  and  not  less  than  one  foot  long ;  the  curb  stone  shall 
not  be  less  than  four  inches  in  thickness,  and  not  less  than 
eighteen  inches  in  breadth  or  depth,  and  not  less  than  four  feet 
in  length,  and  the  one  edge  thereof,  which  is  to  be  fitted  to  the 
foot  pavement,  shall  be  straight  and  leveled  to  the  pitch  of  the 
tool  ways  and  dressed  to  the  depth  of  three  inches  to  receive 
the  brick    pavement,  and  the  two  ends  also  be  made  straight, 

and  the  upper  edge  in    front  of  each   street  shall   be   of   equal  »i 

thickness  as  nearly  as  may  be  practicable,  provided  that  in  pav-  ^ 

ing  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  of  the  width  of  twenty  feet  or  less, 
the  city  commissioner  when  requested  so  to  do  by  the  owner, 
may,  in  his  discretion,  make  the  gutter  of  such  street,  lane  or  al- 
ley in  the  centre  thereof,  in  which  case  the  curb  stones  to  be 
used  may  be  of  the  depth  of  fifteen  inches;  and  all  curb  stones 
hereafter  shall  be  set  in  a  bed  of  sharp  sand  or  gravel,  as  is 
hereinbefore  provided  for  the  paving. 

Sec  14.  Ajid  be  it  enacted  and  ordained^  That  the  city  com-  FJagaud  step- 
missioner  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  incorporate  in  all  con- P'°=  ^^°°^^- 
tracts  for  paving  or  repaving  any  of  the  streets,  lanes  or  alleys 
of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  a  provision  for  putting  down  flag  or 
stepping  stones  across  all  the  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  (when

Vide  Ordinance  No.  23,  of  1850. 

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore^  That  the  city  commissioner  shall  have 
power,  with  the  approbation  of  the  mayor,  to  give  permission 
to  construct  any  vault  or  area  in  the  streets,  provided,  in  his 
opinion,  no  injury  will  come  to  the  public  thereby. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  enacted  and  ordained^  That  no  person  shall 
cause  or  procure  any  vault  or  area  to  be  constructed  or  made 
in  any  of  the  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  of  the  city,  without  the 
written  permission  of  the  city  commissioner,  approved  by  the 
mayor,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty  dollars,  and  ten  dollars  for 
each  and  every  day  the  same  shall  remain.

aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  .ind  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  no  person  shall  Removal  oi 
remove  or  cause  to  be  removed,  any  grate  or  covering  to  the  c^J^eriug. 
opening  or  aperture  of  any  vault  in  any  of  the  streets  of  the

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and  City  q^^^^^^-^^^^ 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  there  shall  be  annually  appointed,  appointed  and

And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained^  That  it  shall  not 
posiied^^v^^hin  ^^  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  deposit  on  any  lot  within 
certain  limits  the  bounds  of  direct  taxation  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  any  ma- 
nure or  nuisance  of  any  kind,  without  the  assent  of  the  property 
holders  adjoining  said  lot  be  first  procured  and  filed  in  the  office

week,  to  place  in  a  box  or  other  vessel,  in  front  of  their  premi- 
ses or  other  place,  convenient  of  access,  all  offal  and  coal  ashes 
which  may  have  accumulated  on  their  premises,  under  a  penalty 
of  one  dollar  for  each  neglect  or  refusal  so  to  do;  and  for  a 
failure  on  the  part  of  any  contractor  to  comply  w^ith  the  condi- 
tions of  this  section,  the  commissioner  of  health,  with  the  ap- 
probation of  the  mayor,  is  hereby  authorized  to  declare  his 
contract  forfeited,  as  is  provided  for  in  the  fifth  section  of  this

An  Ordinance  to  Regulate  the  Navigation  of  the  Harbor  of  Baltimore,  to 
Appoint  Harbor  Masters,  and  to  Prescribe  their  Duties. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  a/irf  Harbor  mas. 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  there  shall  be  appointed,  an- po^^jg^^^  ^P" 
nually,  four  harbor  masters,  the  first  of  whom  shall  perform  the 
duties  appertaining  to  the  office  on  the  east  side  of  Jones'  falls  ; 
the  second  on  the  west  side  of  Jones'  falls,  including  the  city 
block,  extending  to  Commerce  street  dock  inclusive  ;  the  third 
from  Commerce  street  dock  west  to  the  east  side  of  Bowly 
street ;  the  fourth  from  the  east  side  of  Bowly  street  to  Light 
street,  including  Pratt  street  wharf,  and  all  wharves  on  the 
south  or  west  side  of  the  basin,  on  which  the  city  has  authority 
to  collect  wharfage. 

Sec.  2.  Ajid  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  not  be  harbor  master 
lawful  for  any  harbor  master  or  his  deputy  to  be  directly  or  in- °J  ded"i/&eJ 
directly  concerned  or  engaged  in  selling  fire  wood,  or  purchas-  wood, 
ing  it  for  sale,  under  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Sec  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  a  tonnage  Tonnage  duty, 
duty  of  two  cents  per  ton  shall  be  and  is  hereby  assessed  and 
levied  upon  every  vessel  of  sixty  or  more  tons  arriving  at  the  port 
of  Bahimore,  which  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States  is  required 
to  report  and  enter  at  the  custom  house ;  and  that  the  sum 
of  two  cents  per  ton  shall  be  and  is  hereby  assessed  and  levied 
upon  every  vessel  of  sixty  tons  or  more,  arriving  at  the  port  of 
Baltimore,  which,  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  is  not  re- 
quired to  report  and  enter  at  the  custom  house.

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and  pay  all  moneys  collected  by  them  to  the  register,  who  shall 
be  authorized  and  directed  to  pay  to  the  several  harbor  masters, 
Compensation  as  a  Compensation  for  their  services,  ten  per  cent,  on  the  port, 
or  two  cents  tonnage,  and  twenty  per  cent,  on  all  other  moneys 
collected,  to  be  paid  monthly,  by  dividing  the  same  equally  be- 
tween the  four  harbor  masters.

Jind  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  no  vessel  Retailing 
shall  ever  be  permitted  to  remain  at  the  said  part  of  Pratt  street  ^^''o'lfPJ^f''^^^* 
wharf  for  the  purpose  of  retailing  any  wares  or   merchandise  wharf, 
whatsoever  purchased  in  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

Sec.  14.  jind  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,    That  no  vessel  Retailing 
shall  remain  at  any  of  the  public  wharves  for  the  purpose  <^lfi°° wharves' 
retailing  any   goods,  wares    or   merchandise   other   than    the  regulated, 
products  and  manufacture  of  the  state  of  Maryland,  more  than 
three  whole  days;   and  no  vessel  shall  lay  at  any  of  the  city

of  them  grant  permission  as  aforesaid,  to  see  that  the  master  of 
said  vessel  has  taken  all  necessary  precaution  to  prevent  the 
navigation  being  injured  by  any  such  articles  falling  thereinto. 

And  he  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  no  ballast 
shall  be  landed  from  any  vessel  between  the  months  of  May

hereafter  arriving  in  the  port  of  Baltimore,  (public  vessels  and  ^ast  to  haul  to 
bay  craft  only  excepted,)  having  sand,  dirt  or  gravel  for  ballast 
on  board,  shall,  within  forty-eight  hours  after  their  arrival,  un- 
less prevented  by  some  unavoidable  casualty,  haul  to  some  pub- 
lic wharf,  and  continue  at  such  wharf  during  the  time  that  they 
retain  any  such  ballast  on  board ;  and  every  vessel  offending 
herein,  shall  forfeit,  for  every  day  this  regulation  shall  be  dis- 
regarded, the  sum  of  twenty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  from  the 
captain  or  consignee  of  such  vessel. 

Sec.  23.  ^ind  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  provisions  Exception, 
of  the  last  section  shall  not  extend  to  any  vessel  while  subject 
to  the  quarantine  or  health  regulations,  nor  to  any  vessel  having 
servants  or  redemptioners  on  board,  until  such  vessel  shall  have 
been  in  port  fifteen  days,  unless  such  servants  or  redemptioners 
shall  have  been  sooner  disposed  of.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  wharfage  at

Council  of  Baltimore,  That  all  vessels  resorting  to,  or  lying  atjF^^^  wharves 
landing,  depositing  or  transporting  goods  or  articles  on  any 
wharf  or  wharves  belonging  to  the  said  mayor  and  city  council, 
or  any  public  wharf  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  other  than  the 
wharves  belonging  to  or  rented  by  the  state,  and  that  part  of 
Pratt  street  wharf  heretofore  reserved  for  the  use  of  the  citizens 
of  this  state,  shall  pay  wharfage  according  to  the  following 
rates,  viz.  those  occupying  the  first  tier,  if  under  sixty  tons 
burthen,  shall  pay  at  the  rate  of  one  cent  per  ton ;  if  above  sixty 
tons,  and  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  thirty  tons  burthen, 
one  and  a  half  cents  per  ton  ;  and  if  over  one  hundred  and 
thirty  tons  burthen,  two  dollars  for  each  and  every  day  they 
shall  remain  at  such  public  wharf.  Those  occupying  the  second 
tier,  two-thirds,  and  those  occupying  the  third  tier,  one-half, 
and  those  occupying  the  fourth  tier,  one-fourth  of  the  above 
rates;  and  that  all  vessels  except  those  laden  with  fire  wood.

An  Ordinance  to  Prevent  the  Driftmg  of  Arks  and  Rafts  of  Lumber  in 
the  Harbor  of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore^  That  if  any  ark  or  arks,  or  parts  thereof, 
raft  or  rafts,  or  parts  thereof,  or  lumber  or  ark  logs,  shall  be 
found  drifting  about  or  otherwise  obstructing  the  basin  or  river 
within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  the  owner  or  owners, 
agent  or  agents,  consignee  or  consignees  of  such  ark  or  arks,

speed  than  ten  revolutions  of  the  wheel  or  wheels  per  minute  ; 
and  the  master  or  commander  of  any  boat  or  vessel,  propelled 
in  whole  or  in  part  by  steam,  which  shall  enter  or  depart  from 
the  said  harbor  or  basin  within  the   above  limits,  at  a  greater 
speed  than  ten  revolutions  of  the  wheel  or  w^heels  per  minute, 
shall  forfeit  and   pay  the   sum  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  and  Penalty 
every   such   offence,   one   half  of  such  penalty  shall  go  to  the 
informer  and  the  other  to  the  city.

An  Ordinance  for  Restraining  Gaming,  and  Licensing  and  Regulating 
Theatrical  and  other  Public  Exhibitions  within  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall, 
within  the  city  of  Baltimore,  by  any  fraud,  cozenage,  deceit, 
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unlawful  device  or  evil  practice  whatsoever,  in  playing  at  or 
with  cards,  dice  or  any  other  game  or  games,  play  for,  win,  ob- 
tain or  acquire  to  him  or  themselves,  or  others,  any  sum  or 
sums  of  money,  or  other  valuable  thing,  or  shall,  knowing  ot 
such  fraud,  bear  a  share  or  part  in  the  wager,  stake  or  adven- 
ture so  played  for,  or  shall,  with  the  like  knowledge,  bet  on  the 
side  or  hand  of  such  gamesters,  every  such  person,  being 
thereof  convicted,  shall,  for  every  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  twenty 
dollars.

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  tJie  Mayor  and  City  Cbwnci/ fJJY^hUt"'^' 
of  Baltimore,  That  if  any  slave  for  life  or  years,  shall  be  guilty  ordinances  how 
of  any  offence  against  any  of  the  laws  and  ordinances  passed  ^°  ^^  punished. 
or  to  be  passed  by  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  he 
or  she,  so  offending,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace  having  jurisdiction  of  the  same,  be  whipped 
with  any  number   of  stripes  not  exceeding  thirty-nine,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  justice  of  the  peace  before  whom  such  slave 
shall  be  tried,  unless  the  fine  annexed  to  the  offence,  together 
with  all  costs  arising  thereon,  be  paid  or  secured  to  be  paid  for 
the  use  of  the  city.     Provided,  that  the  justice  of  the  peace 
aforesaid,  shall  not  proceed  to  the  trial  of  such  slave,  until  due 
notice  of  such  intended  proceedings  shall  be  given  by  the  said 
justice  to  the  master  or  mistress.

An  Ordinance  to  Provide  for  the  Appointment  of  Watchmen,  Officers  of 
the  Watch,  and  to  Prescribe  their  Duties. 

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore^  That  for  the  purpose  of  a  night  watch, 
the  city  of  Baltimore  shall  be  divided  into  four  districts,  the 
boundaries  of  which  shall  be  determined  by  the  mayor. 

Sec.  2.  Jlnd  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  there  shall  an- 
nually be  appointed,  as  other  city  officers  are  now  appointed, 
one  captain  and  four  lieutenants  of  the  night  watch,  for  each 
of  the  four  districts  of  the  city,  who  shall  perform  such  duties 
as  are  herein  required,  and  as  the  mayor  may,  from  time  to 
time,  direct. 

Sec.  3.  ^nd  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  pay  of 
each  captain  of  the  night  watch  shall  be  five  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  per  annum;  and  the  pay  of  each  of  the  lieutenants  of 
the  watch  shall  be  twenty-five  dollars  per  month. 

Sec  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  mayor  be 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  such  number  of  watch- 
men as  he  may  think  proper,  who  shall  be  strong,  able-bodied 
men,  of  good  moral  character  and  repute,  and  to  dismiss  them 
or  any  of  them  at  pleasure. 

Sec  5.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  several 
captains,  lieutenants  and  watchmen  shall,  before  entering  upon 
their  respective  duties,  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  their  respective  duties. 

Sec  6.  Jind  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  captains  herein  authorized  to  be  appointed,  to  attend 
nightly  at  their  respective  watch  houses,  at  half  past  seven 
o'clock  during  January,  February,  October,  November  and 
December;  at  eight  o'clock  during  March,  April  and  Septem- 
ber; and  at  half  past  eight  o'clock  during  May,  June,  July  and 
August,  to  determine  upon  the  necessity  of  detaining  such 
persons  as  may  be  brought  in  by  the  watchmen,  for  examina- 
tion by  the  proper  justice  of  the  peace.  They  shall  cause  the 
lieutenants  under  them  to  visit  the  watchmen  in  their  district 
at  least  twice  every  night,  and  shall  direct  them  to  perform 
such  other  duties  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  preserve  the 
peace  and  good  order  of  the  city,  and  to  protect  the  persons 
and  property  of  the  citizens;  and  it  shall  further  be  their  duty 
to  make  daily  reports  to  the  mayor,  except  on  Sunday,  which 
report  shall  be  made  on  Monday,  of  all  such  matters  as  may 
have  come  under  their  notice  during  the  night,  and  of  such 
watchmen  as  may  have  been  reported  to  them  for  neglect  of 
duty;  in  the  selection  of  substitutes,  the  captains  shall  be 
governed  in  all  respects  by  the  fourth  section  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  two  of  the  lieutenants  of  the  watch  to  attend  nightly 
at  their  respective  watch  houses,  at  the  hour  prescribed  in  the 
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preceding  section.  They  shall  assist  the  captain  and  watch- 
men in  all  cases  of  necessity,  and  shall  make  at  least  two 
rounds  nightly  of  their  districts,  under  the  direction  of  the 
captain,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  if  the  watchmen  are 
in  the  diligent  discharge  of  their  duty;  and  should  they  find 
any  watchman  off  his  beat,  except  it  be  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duty,  or  remiss  or  negligent  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  lieutenants  to  report  such  delin- 
quent to  the  captain,  to  be  by  him  reported  to  the  mayor  ;  and 
it  shall  further  be  their  duty  to  perform  all  such  official  acts  as 
may  be  required  of  them  by  the  mayor  or  captain  of  their  dis- 
trict. 

Sec.  8.  And  he  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  be  the  Duty  of  watch- 
duty  of  the  watchmen  to  repair  to  their  respective  stations,  "^®°- 
under  the  direction  of  their  captain,  at  the  hours  appointed  in 
section  six  of  this  ordinance,  and  remain  on  duty  until  sunrise, 
and  diligently  guard  and  protect  the  persons  and  property  of 
the  citizens,  by  constantly  passing  through  their  beats,  and 
they  shall  cry  the  hours  regularly  from  nine  o'clock  until  they 
retire  from  their  duties,  except  when  otherwise  directed  by 
order  of  the  mayor;  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  remain  on  the 
beats  assigned  by  the  mayor,  unless  called  off  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duty ;  they  shall  arrest  all  persons  who  they  may  find 
violating  the  laws,  and  all  suspicious  persons,  and  convey  them 
to  the  watch  house;  on  ascertaining  that  there  is  a  fire,  they 
shall  give  an  alarm  by  springing  their  rattles  and  crying  fire, 
and  if  practicable,  name  the  street,  and  such  of  them  as  have 
alarm  bells  within  their  districts  shall  ring  them  with  the  least 
possible  delay;  but  no  watchman  shall  spring  his  rattle,  cry 
fire  or  ring  a  bell,  unless  he  is  certain  there  is  a  fire,  except  in 
answer  to  a  rattle  or  fire  bell,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  their 
duty  to  give  information  of  the  direction  in  which  the  alarm 
originated  ;  they  may  assist  the  firemen  so  far  as  they  can  do 
so  in  their  respective  beats;  during  the  time  of  fire,  it  shall  be 
their  duty  constantly  to  pass  through  their  beats,  the  more 
effectually  to  preserve  the  property  of  those  who  are  absent  on 
duty;  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  them  to  enter  any  house  or

refuse  or  neglect  so  to  do,  he  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  two,  or  more  than  five  dollars,  or  removal,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  mayor;  and  should  any  watchman  refuse  to  give 
his  number  when  requested  so  to  do,  he  shall  be  subject  to  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  one,  or  more  than  three  dollars;  and  any 
watchman  found  asleep  when  on  duty,  shall  be  forthwith  dis- 
charged.

And  he  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  mayor 
be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  such  number  of  ad- 
ditional watchmen  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  not  exceeding 
twenty,  who  shall  be  known  as  the  private  watch:  they  shall 
be  placed  on  duty  at  such  hour,  and  remain  on  duty  to  such 
hour  as  the  mayor  may  direct;  it  shall  be  their  duty  vigilantly 
to  guard  and  protect  the  persons  and  property  of  the  citizens  in 
such  district  as  may  be  assigned  them  by  the  mayor,  who  shall 
determine  the  number  to  be  placed  in  any  particular  section  of 
the  city,  one  of  whom  shall  act  as  captain,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  report  daily  to  the  mayor,  (except  Sunday,  which  report 
shall  be  made  on  Monday,)  for  which  service  he  shall  receive 
such  compensation  as  the  mayor  may  deem  reasonable,  not  to 
exceed  the  pro  rata  compensation  paid  to  the  regular  watch,  to 
be  taken  out  of  the  appropriation  for  watching  and  lighting 
the  city. 

Sec  14.  And  he  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  there  shall  be 
annually  appointed  four  justices  of  the  peace,  to  receive  the 
reports  of  the  night  watch,  one  of  whom  shall  reside  in  each 
district,  who  shall  each  receive,  as  a  compensation,  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

Sec  15.  And  he  it  enacted  and  ordained.  That  the  mayor  be 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  employ  a  suitable  person  as  a 
watchman  for  the  city  hall,  whose  compensation  shall  be  one 
dollar  per  night,  and  who  may  be  discharged  by  the  mayor,  at 
such  time  as  he  may  think  his  services  can  be  dispensed  with.

An  Ordinance  Providing  for  Pumps  and  Fire  Plugs  in  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore. 

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  whenever  the  inhabitants  of  any 
neighborhood  desire  a  well  to  be  sunk,  or  pump  to  be  erected, 
and  sixteen  or  more  persons,  owners  of  houses  and  lots,  and 
interested,  shall  make  application  to  the  city  commissioner,  in 
writing,  describing  the  place  where  a  new  well  or  pump  is  re- 
quired, the  said  commissioner  if,  in  his  judgment,  the  said  well 
and  pump  is  required  for  the  public  good,  shall  forthwith  cause 
the  work  to  be  done  by  contract  to  the  lowest  responsible 
bidder,  after  due  notice  for  proposals,  published  in  two  daily 
papers,  and  when  completed,  apportion  the  expense  on  all 
the  assessable  property  that,  in  his  judgment,  is  benefited  by 
the  erection  of  the  said  pump  or  well,  and  shall  make  or 
cause  to  be  made  a  correct  list  of  the  persons  who  are  liable 
to  pay  the  said  apportionment,  and  the  amount  to  be  paid  by 
each  person.  Provided,  that  the  said  commissioner  shall  not 
assess  any  person  having  a  private  pump  in  good  order,  more 
than  one-half  the  cost  for  which  said  person  would  otherwise 
have  been  liable ;    and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  deliver  to  the 
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city  collector  a  duplicate  of  such  list,  under  his  hand  and  seal, 
with  directions  for  collecting  the  same,  nevertheless  correcting 
any  mistakes ;  and  the  collector  shall  collect  the  same,  (adding 
thereto  such  commission  as  may  be  by  law  allowed  him  for  the 
collection  thereof,)  by  distress  or  otherwise,  giving  thirty  days 
notice  previous  to  distress,  and  pay  over  the  amount  to  the 
register.

offence,  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars.

An  Ordinance  for  the  Safe  Keeping  of  Gunpowder  within  the  limits  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore. 

Section  1.    Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Keeper  to  be 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  there  shall  be  annually  appointed,  ^E"^'^' ^^ 
as  other  city  officers  are,  a   superintendent  or  keeper  of  gun- 
powder, who  shall  attend  at  the  public  magazine  intended  for 
the  storage  of  gunpowder,  within  the  city  of  Baltimore,  every 
day,  (Sundays  excepted,)  from  the  hour  of  nine  o'clock  in  the 
morning  until  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  shall  receive 
and  store,  within  said  magazine,  all  gunpowder  delivered  there 
for  that  purpose,  and  shall  give  a  receipt  for  the  same,  men- 
tioning the  marks  thereof;  he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  following  R^tes  of  stor- 
storage  for  all  gunpowder  thus  received  by  him,  to  wit:    forage, 
every  barrel,  or  quantity  of  one   hundred  pounds  weight,  in 
whatsoever  description  of  vessel  contained,  twelve  cents;    for 
every  half  barrel,  or  quantity  of  fifty  pounds  weight,  in  whatso- 
ever vessel  contained,  ten  cents;  and  for  every  quarter  barrel, 
or  twenty-five  pounds  weight,  in  whatsoever  vessel  contained, 
eight  cents  per  month,  and  in  like  proportion  for  any  interme- 
diate or  less  quantities,  or  any  shorter  time.     Provided,  never-  proTiso. 
theless^  that  all  gunpowder  thus  stored  in  quantities  of  less  than 
one   hundred    quarter  barrels,  shall    be  charged   at  least  one 
month's  storage  at  the  above  rates,  whether  it  shall  actually 
have  been  stored  so  long  or  not.     And  the  said  superintendent  Keeper  to  col- 
shall  collect  the  storage  thus  authorized  to  be  charged,  from  ^^*^^'^°'^^ 
the  person  storing  the  gunpowder  as  aforesaid,  or  the  owner

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When  and  how  thereof,  every  three  months  ;  and  in  case  any  gunpowder  thus 
may  be  sold  for  stored  shall  remain  twelve  months  or  upwards  in  said  magazine, 
storage.  without  said  storage  having  been  paid  thereon,  the  said  super- 

intendent, with  the  approbation  of  the  mayor,  shall,  after  pub- 
lic notice  for  that  purpose,  cause  the  same  to  be  sold  at  auc- 
tion, or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  sufficient  to  discharge  the 
Keeper's  books  storage  due  thereon.  The  said  superintendent  shall  enter,  in  a 
lesuJat^ed""^*  book  or  books  which  shall  be  the  property  of  the  mayor  and 
city  council  of  Baltimore,  and  which  it  is  hereby  made  the 
duty  of  the  register  to  furnish  him,  all  gunpowder  stored  as 
aforesaid  in  said  magazine,  and  by  whom  stored ;  and  shall,  on 
receiving  it,  credit  the  person  storing  the  same  with  the  quan- 
tity thereof,  and  shall  charge  the  same,  or  any  portion  thereof, 
as  it  may  be  removed  from  said  magazine;  and  shall,  in  like 
manner,  note  all  transfers  of  said  gunpowder  of  which  he  may 
be  apprised,  in  the  book  or  books  aforesaid,  and  he  shall  make 
Monthly  re-  returns,  once  every  three  months,  on  oath,  to  the  mayor,  of  all 
an'dpayrrTeMs!  gunpowder  thus  stored  in  said  magazine,  and  of  his  receipts  of 
money  for  such  storage,  and  pay  over  the  same  to  the  register;

hours  after  the  ship  or  other  vessel  thus  bringing  it  shall  have 
broken  bulk.

above  provided,  to  approach,  lie  at  anchor,  or  moor,  nearer 
than  two  hundred  yards  to  any  wharf  or  land  within  the  limits 
of  said  city,  or  discharge,  land  or  deliver  gunpowder  in  a  greater 
quantity,  or  otherwise  secured,  than  as  aforesaid,  at  any  other 
place  within  the  said  city,  than  at  the  wharf  of  the  magazine 
aforesaid,  or  such  other  wharf  or  place  as  the  mayor  and  port 
warden  may  designate  for  the  purpose;  nor  shall  any  gunpowder 
be  delivered  or  received  on  board  of  any  ship  or  other  vessel, 
from  the  magazine  aforesaid  or  elsewhere,  in  a  quantity  above 
the  weight  of  one-quarter  barrel  as'  aforesaid,  or  being  of  such 
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weight  and  no  more,  not  secured  as  aforesaid,  while  the  said 
vessel  shall  be  or  remain  witliin  two  hundred  yards  of  any  land 
or  wharf  within  the  limits  of  the  said  city.

Beit  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  there  shall  be  annually  ap- 
pointed and  licensed,  eleven  superintendents  of  chimney  sweep- 
ers, -who  shall  be  assigned  to  separate  districts  of  the  city,  as 
nearly  equal  as  possible,  under  the  direction  of  the  mayor,  and 
who  shall  reside  in  their  respective  districts,  and  no  person  shall

the  rail  roads,  throughout  the  whole  of  the  city,  as  improved, 
so  far  as  it  may  be  practicable ;  and,  whereas,  the  legislature 
have  authorized  and  directed  the  mayor  and  city  council  to 
provide  for  the  countruction  of  railways  throughout  the  city ;

through  ilieir  president,  expressed  their  disposition  to  give 
every  reasonable  facility  in  their  power  to  the  extension  of

An  Ordinance  to  Regulate  the  Extent  of  Wharves  in  the  Harbor  of 
Baltimore,  and  to  Establish  a  Port  Warden's  Line. 

Section  1.  And  he  it  enacted  and  ordained^  That  it  shall  not 
be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons,  proprietor  or  proprietors, 
of  any  lot  or  lots  binding  on  the  water  of  the  harbor,  to  ex- 
tend any  wharf,  pier  or  platform  beyond  the  lines  hereinafter 
mentioned,  which  lines  shall  be  called  port  warden's  lines  ; 
under  the  penalty  prescribed  in  the  ninth  section  of  an  act  of 
the  general  assembly  of  Maryland,  passed  at  April  session, 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-three,  entitled,  "An 
act  appointing  wardens  for  the  port  of  Baltimore  town  in  Bal- 
timore county." 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  enacted  and  ordained^  That  no  person 
shall  extend,  erect  or  fill  in  a  wharf  on  the  west  side  of  the 
basin  beyond  the  line  prescribed  by  the  act  of  assembly,  pass-

An  Ordinance  Relative  to  the  Baltimore  Water  Company  and  their 
Works,  and  to  Water  Introduced  by  them  into  the  city. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Baltimore  Water  Com- 
pany shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  convey  water  under 
and  along  any  of  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  of  the  city  of  Balti- 
more, and  to  lay  a  pipe  or  pipes  in  any  of  the  said  streets, 
lanes  and  alleys,  for  the  purpose  of  conveying  and  distributing^ 
the  said  water ;  and  the  said  pipes  from  time  to  time  to  renew 
and  repair,  and  for  that  purpose  to  dig,  break  up  and  open,  at 
their  owa  expense,  all  or  any  part  of  such  street,  lane  or  alley, 
and  of  the  pavement  or  footways  thereof,  leaving  at  all  times  a 
sufficient  passage  way  for  carriages,  horses  and  foot  passengers, 
if  the  same  will  admit  thereof,  and  restoring  forthwith  to  their 
former  condition,  all  such  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  pavements 
and  footways,  as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  and  at  any  time,  be 
so  dug,  opened  and  taken  up,  and  amending  and  repairing  all 
injuries  to  said  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  pavements  and  footways, 
arising  from  their  so  digging,  opening  and  taking  up  the  same 
as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  whenever 
^the  Water  Company,  or  any  of  their  agents  or  workmen,  shall, 
take  up  any  part  of  the  pavement,  or  dig  up  any  part  of  the 
streets,  lanes  or  alleys  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  for  the  purpose 
of  laying  or  repairing  the  pipes  for  conducting  the  water  through 
the  city,  or  into  the  houses  or  lots  of  the  citizens,  they  shall 
proceed  without  delay,  to  putting  down  or  repairing  the  pipes, 
as  the  case  may  be  ;  and  immediately  thereafter  fill  in  the  earth, 
or  otherwise  secure  the  place  so  dug  up  from  becoming  a  nuis- 
ance, or  endangering  the  persons  riding  or  driving  through  the 
same,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  every  day  they 
shall  neglect  to  fill  up  or  effectually  secure  the  same  from  dan- 
ger; and  shall,  also,  when  the  same  is  repaved  as  hereafter 
provided,  remove,  without  delay,  the  stone,  earth,  sand  or  rub- 
bish remaining  from  the  laying  or  repairing  such  pipes,  under 
the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  day  the  same  may  remain 
on  such  street,  lane  or  alley. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  as  often  as

A  Supplement  to  an  Ordinance,  entitled,  "An  Ordinance  to  lay  out  a 
Public  Square  in  the  North-western  Section  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,'^ 

1839,— No.  47. 

Relative  to  Whereas,  Franklin  square  has  been  laid  out  under  the  pro- 

fquaJ'i!"  visions  of  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement ;  and 

whereas,  from  lapse  of  time  and  other  causes  it  has  become 
impracticable  fully  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  original 
ordinance,  and  it  has  therefore  been  agreed  by  and  between 
James  and  Samuel  Canby  on  the  one  part,  and  the  mayor  and 
city  council  of  Baltimore  on  the  other,  to  substitute  the  terms 
and  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth  for  those  in  the  said  origi- 
nal ordinance,  so  far  as  the  same  are  inconsistent  with  or  sup- 
plied by  the  provisions  of  this  supplement. 

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  as  soon  as  the  mayor  of  the 
city  of  Baltimore  shall  be  satisfied  that  James  and  Samuel  Can- 
by  have  at  their  own  expense  well  and  sufficiently  paved  the

said  streets,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  mayor  to  direct 
the  register  of  the  city  to  pay  over  to  the  said  James  and 
Samuel  Canby  another  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropri- 
ated ;  and  as  soon  as  four  other  similar  houses,  making  in  all 
twelve,  shall  have  been  in  like  manner  erected  on  any  of  the 
said  parts  of  either  of  the  said  streets,  it  shall  and  may  be  law- 
ful for  the  said  mayor  to  direct  the  register  of  the  city  to  pay 
over  to  the  said  James  and  Samuel  Canby  a  third  sum  of  two 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated  ;  and  as  soon  as  four  other  similar 
houses,  making  in  all  sixteen,  shall  have  been  in  like  manner 
erected  on  any  of  the  said  parts  of  either  of  the  said  streets, 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  mayor  to  direct  the

damages  for  opening  the  streets  bounding  or  leading  to  the  said 
square  on  which  houses  are  to  be  erected  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  supplement,  or  for  paving  in  front  of  the  said 
square,  and  shall  signify  their  full  assent  and  consent  to  this 
supplement  and  every  provision  therein  contained,  and  to  the 
ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  except  so  far  as  it  is 
repealed  or  modified  by  this  supplement. 

Sec.  3.  jlnd  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  no  house  of 
a  less  front  than  twenty-four  feet,  and  depth  not  less  than  forty 
feet,  or  less  than  three  stories  high,  shall  ever  be  erected  in  any 
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of  the  streets  binding  Franklin  square,  opposite  to  any  of  the 
four  sides  of  said  squares. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  enacted  and  ordained^  That  so  much  of 
the  first  section  of  the  ordinance  to  which  this  is  a  supplement 
as  binds  the  corporation  to  satisfy  and  allow  to  said  James  and 
Samuel  Canby,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  in  paving  and  work  as 
thereinafter  particularised,  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  and 
also  the  third,  fourth,  fifth  and  ninth  sections  of  the  said  or- 
dinances as  numbered  in  the  printed  books  of  ordinances  for 
1839,  but  which  are  really  the  second,  third,  fourth  and  eighth 
sections,  shall  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed  ;  'provided^ 
that  the  said  repeal  shall  not  extend  to  effect  any  of  the  other 
parts  of  said  ordinance,  which  are  all  hereby  declared  to  be  still 
in  force. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  enacted  and  ordained^  That  all  the  pave- 
ment therein  contemplated  to  be  done,  shall  be  done  under  the 
supervision  of  the  city  commissioners,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  twenty-fifth  section  of  an  ordinance,  passed  22d  May,  1838.

Resolution  in  favor  of  the  North  American  Telegraph  Company. 
(Engrossed  as  a  Continued  Ordinance  in  Ordinance  No,  59,  page  170.) 

Resolved^  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That 
permission  is  hereby  granted  to  the  North  American  Telegraph 
Company,  with  the  approbation  of  the  mayor  and  city  commis- 
sioner, to  erect  poles  of  proper  size  for  the  purpose  of  convey- 
ing the  wires  of  the  telegraph  along  the  streets  of  the  city,  to 
such  place  as  may  be  hereafter  selected ;  provided  that  said 
poles  shall  be  erected  in  a  substantial  manner,  and  be  neatly 
painted,  and  that  said  poles  shall  be  subject  to  the  right  of  this 
corporation  to  remove  them  at  its  will  and  pleasure ;  and  pro- 
vided, further,  that  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Baltimore  shall 
have  in  his  official  capacity  the  use  of  the  telegraph  line  of  said 
North  American  Telegraph  Company,  free  of  charge. 

And  be  it  further  resolved,  That  all  poles  which  shall  be 
planted  by  the  authority  of  and  after  the  passage  of  the  fore- 
going resolution,  on  any  of  the  streets  of  the  city,  shall  be  on 
streets  not  less  than  forty  feet  wide,  and  on  such  places  on  said 
streets  as  the  commissioner  shall  approve.

Whereas,  By  the  last  will  and  testament  of  the  late  Henry  Preamble. 
Peters,  certain  annuities  or  ground  rents  amounting,  in  the  ag- 
gregate, to  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  five  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  per  annum,  are  devised  and  bequeathed  to  the  mayor 
and  city  council  of  Baltimore,  in  trust  that  the  same  shall, 
annually,  forever,  be  distributed,  appropriated  and  applied,  un- 
der the  direction  of  said  corporation,  to  the  relief  and  support 
of  the  indigent  and  necessitous  poor  persons,  who  may,  from 
time  to  time,  reside  within  the  limits  (as  then  known  and  estab- 
lished) of  the  twelfth  ward  of  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

And  whereas.  The  said  rents  have  hitherto  remained  uncol-

Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  That  in  case  the  several  persons  from  whom  the 
aforesaid  ground  rents  are  now,  and  may  hereafter  be,  payable, 
do  and  shall,  within  twelve  months  from  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance,  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  to  the  mayor  and  city  coun- 
cil of  Baltimore,  to  be  by  them  retained  until  the  fact  shall  have 
been  established  to  whom  said  rents  are  legally  payable,  the 
whole  amount  of  the  arrearages  of  said  rents,  and  shall  continue 
regularly  thereafter  to  pay  the  same  at  the  days  and  times  lim- 
ited and  appointed  by  the  original  leases  for  the  payment  there- 
of, the  faith  of  the  city  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  pledged, 
to  secure,  save  harmless  and  keep  indemnified  such  person  or 
persons  so  paying  or  to  pay  as  aforesaid,  and  their  legal  repre- 
sentatives, of  and  from  the  claims  and  demands  of  all  per- 
sons or  person  whomsoever  legally  or  equitably  having,  claim- 
ing or  to  claim  the  said  rents  or  any  part  of  the  same,  as  the 
heirs  at  law  or  legal  representatives  of  said  Henry  Peters,  in 
consequence  of  any  inadequacy  or  defect  of  the  devise  afore- 
said ;  and  also  from  all  costs  and  charges  that  may  be  conse- 
quent upon  any  suit  or  action,  either  in  law  or  equity,  that  may, 
at  any  time,  be  brought  or  prosecuted  for  the  recovery  of  said 
rents  by  the  heirs  at  law  or  representatives  aforesaid.

An  Ordinance  for  the  due  Performance  of  Quarantine  at  the  Port  of  Bal- 
timore, and  to  Prevent  the  Introduction  of  Contagious  or  Infectious  Dis- 
eases within  the  City  of  Baltimore. 


Section  1.  Beit  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  new  hospital  known  as  the 
small-pox  hospital,  on  the  southern  shore  of  the  Patapsco  river, 
shall  henceforth  be  known  as  the  Marine  Hospital ;  and  a  suita- 
Physiciantobe  \y\Q  person,  to  be  known  and  designated  as  the  marine  hospital 
physician,  shall  be  annually  appointed,  as  other  city  officers  are 
appointed,  who  shall  be  a  legally  authorized  practicing  physi- 
cian, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  reside  permanently  on  said  hos- 
pital  grounds ;  and  generally  to  superintend  the  affairs  of  the 
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hospital  aiul   the  grounds  attached  thereto,  and,  under  tlie  di- General  duties, 
rection  ot"  tlie  board  of  health,  to  manage  the  whole  domestic 
economy  ot  the  premises  ;   to  collect  all  moneys  which  may  be- 
come due  from  patients  of  every  class,  and  from  all  immigrants  to  pay  over 
and  others  who  may  be  received  into  said  hospital,  and  to  pay  ^^^  moneys.

whenever  the  health  of  the  city,  in  the  opinion  of  the  physician 
or  his  assistant  may  be  endangered,  whether  from  the  actual 
presence  of  disease,  or  from  an  unclean  condition  of  the  ship, 
vessel,  or  passengers,  to  require  such  ship  or  vessel  to  come  to 
anchor  at  the  quarantine  ground,  and  there  remain  until  the 
passengers  have  been  removed,  and  the  ship  or  vessel  thoroughly 
cleansed  and  purified  ;  and  all  other  expenses  of  purification  and 
removal,  and  all  other  expenses  incurred  by  said  physician  or  his 
assistant  to  prevent  the  introduction  or  propagation  of  conta- 
gious or  infectious  diseases,  to  be  paid  by  the  master,  owner 
or  consignee  of  the  ship  or  vessel  for  which  the  expense  was 
incurred.  And  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  command- 
ing or  having  charge  of  such  vessel,  to  remove  her  from  the  place 
assigned  or  designated  by  the  said  physician  or  his  assistant, 
without  his  written  permission,  or  to  suffer  such  vessel  to  be  so 
removed  by  others.  And  any  ship,  vessel  or  person  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  or  neglecting  to  comply 
with  any  orders  issued  or  given  by''said  physician  or  his  assist- 
ant, in  conformity  thereto,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  five 
hundred  dollars,  and  a  further  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  every 
hour  the  ship  or  vessel  may  remain  in  any  position  in  violation 
hereof ;  and  an  action  for  the  recovery  of  all  fines,  forfeitures  or 
expenses  incurred  in  carrying  into  effect  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  may  be  laid  against  the  ship  or  vessel,  the 
master,  the  owner  or  consignee  of  the  ship  or  vessel  so  violat- 
ing, each  or  all  of  them,  at  the  election  of  the  city. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  enacted  and  ordained^  That  all  vessels, 
after  their  cargoes  are  discharged,  shall,  if  deemed  necessary  by 
the  board  of  health,  or  any  one  of  them,  be  forthwith  removed 
to  the  stream,  and  to  a  proper  distance  from  the  wharf,  and 
thoroughly  cleansed  and  ventilated,  under  the  direction  of  the 
said  board ;  and  any  person  offending  against  the  provisions 
of  this  section,  or  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply  with 
the  order  of  the  officer  or  officers  charged  with  its  execution, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  and  twen- 
ty dollars  for  every  hour  thereafter,  during  which  said  disobe- 
dience shall  continue.

the  passage;  and  any  person  neglecting  or  refusing  to  comply 
with  any  of  the  requisitions  or  provisions  contained  in  this 
section,  or  with  any  order  of  the  marine  hospital  physician  or 
his  assistant,  in  pursuance  of,  and  in  conformity  thereto,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars;  and  if  the  said  Penalty, 
penalty  shall  have  been  incurrred  by  the  commander,  captain, 
pilot  or  other  person  having  charge  of  such  vessel,  and  he  shall 
abscond,  or  evade  the  execution  of  this  ordinance,  then  the 
said  penalty  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner  or  consignee  of  such 
ship  or  vessel,  unless  he  shall  give  such  information  as  may 
lead  to  the  apprehension  of  the  delinquent.

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  <^^<^  Beef  and  pork. 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  there  shall  be  annually  ap- 
pointed two  inspectors  of  beef  and   pork,  well  skilled  in  the  Two  inspec- 
quality  and  curing   thereof,  w^ho  shall  have  power  to  appoint  ^^^s- 
as  many  deputies,  and  for  such  time  as  they  may  think  proper, 
and  to  fix  their  compensation ;  for  whose  conduct  as  inspec- 
tors, they  shall  in  all  cases  be  responsible  :  all  that  part  of  the 
city  lying  east  of  Charles  street,  shall  be  constituted  a  district  Districts, 
to   be  called  number  one,  and  all  that  part  of  the  city  lying 
west  of  Charles  street,  a  district  to  be  called  number  two  ;  and 
that  the  inspectors  be  and  they  are  hereby  required  to  alternate 
weekly,  and    the  net  earnings  of  the  two  shall  be  equally  di- 
vided.

Ah  Act  for  the  Regulating  the  Gauging  of  Casks  in  the  Town  of  Baltimore. 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  right  honorable  the  Lord  Proprietary,  by  C^sks,  &c.  to 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the   Governor,  and  the  Upper  and  ^^  gauged,  &c. 
Lower  Houses  of  Assembly,  and  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  if 

any  merchant  or  other  person  whatsoever  shall  sell,  or  put  to  sale, 
any  butt,  tun,  pipe,  hogshead,  barrel,  or  other  cask  of  rum,  wine, 
molasses,  or  other  liquid  merchandise,  imported,  brought  into  or 
made  in  the  said  town,  before  the  ganger  hereafter  mentioned,  or 
his  deputy,  shall  have  plainly  and  truly  set  down  or  marked  upon 
the  head  of  such  vessel  the  capacity  and  full  contents  of  the  same, 
according  to  the  standard  and  excise  of  wine  measure,  by  the  gallon, 
each  person  or  persons  shall  forfeit,  for  the  uses  directed  in  this  act, 
the  sum  of  eight  pounds  current  money  for  every  cask  so  sold  or 
put  to  sale. 
By  1827,  ch.  ISl,  sec.  S,  the  penalty  is  made  $10, 

III.  ^nd  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  merchant  or  other  person  shall  ^^^^^^^.[55.5 
sell,  or  put  to  sale,  any  such  rum,  wine,  molasses,  or  other  liquid  lacking 
merchandise,  as  aforesaid,  in  the  said  town  of  Baltimore,  in  any  measure,  &c. 
cask  or  vessel  having  the  number  of  gallons  set  down  and  marked 

on  the  head  of  such  vessel,  and  the  same  shall  be  found  to  lack  of 
the  contents  marked  on  the  said  vessel,  such  person  shall  forfeit  and 
pay,  to  the  uses  directed  in  this  act,  the  sum  of  eight  shillings  cur- 
rent money  for  every  gallon  marked  or  numbered  on  the  said  cask 
more  than  it  will  truly  contain.

Av  Act  for  the  more  effectual  Paving  of  the  Streets  of  Baltimore  Town  m 
Baltimore  County,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the   General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That  the  fol-  Taxes  to  be 
lowing  taxes'  be  levied  in  the  town  and  upon  the  inhabitants  of  Bal-  '*^^'^^'  **^- 
timore  town,  towards  paving,  cleansing,  and  keeping  in  repair,  the 
streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  and  for  mending,  building  and  keejiing  in 
repair  the  bridges  within  the  said  town,  viz.     On  every  foot  front  of 
21* 
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improved  and  unimproved  lots  in  those  parts  of  the  streets  fixed  on  to 
be  paved,  or  that  may  have  been  already  paved,  by  the  special  commis- 
sioners appointd  by  an  act^^  entitled,  An  act  for  the  speedy  application 
of  the  money  appropriated  for  repairing  the  streets  in  Baltimore  town, 
in  Baltimore  county :  that  is  to  say,  twelve  shillings  and  six  pence ; 
and  on  every  foot  front  of  improved  and  unimproved  lots  in  those 
parts  of  the  lanes  and  alleys  paved  or  to  be  paved,  six  shillings  and 
three  pence ;  on  every  four-wheeled  riding  carriage,  thirty  shillings 
per  year ;  chairs  or  sulkeys,  fifteen  shillings  per  year;  drays,  twenty- 
five  shillings  per  year ;  wagons  and  carts,  twenty-five  shillings  per 
year;  riding  horses,  twenty  shillings  per  year;  an  additional  tax 
upon  billiard  tables,  fifteen  pounds  per  year;  a  tax  upon  the  play- 
house^ of  fifty  pounds  per  year;  an  additional  tax  of  thirty  shillings 
on  every  chimney  catching  fire  ;''  on  persons  convicted  in  the  county 
court  of  selling  liquors  without  license  an  additional  fine  of  thirty 
shillings  ;  an  additional  tax  of  five  pounds  annually  on  tavern  licens- 
es ;  a  tax,  not  exceeding  two  shillings  and  six  pence,  on  every 
hundred  pounds  of  assessed  property  within  said  town. 

The  parts  of  this  section  printed  in  italic,  were  repealed  by  1791,  ch.  59,  section 
3d,  and  by  the  second  section  of  that  act,  other  taxes  are  imposed. 

^By  November,  1792,  ch.  21,  the  taxes  are  to  be  recovered  by  distress  and  sale, 
and  a  remedy  is  given  to  persons  aggrieved  thereby.

^The  part  of  this  act  imposing  a  tax  of  fifty  pounds  on  theatrical  exhibitions  was 
repealed  by  1791 ,  ch.  59,  by  which  a  license  was  to  be  applied  for  and  to  be  paid  for 
at  the  same  rate  ;  and  the  power  of  licensing,  &c.  as  to  theatrical  and  other  public 
amusements,  is  new  vested  in  the  corporation. 

*  An  additional  fine  (according  to  the  houses,)  is  laid  on  chimneys  catching  fire,  by 
November,  1792,  ch.  21,  and  the  corporation  is  now  empowered  to  provide  for  licens- 
ing and  regulating  the  sweeping  of  chimneys,  (with  the  consent  of  the  Maryland 
Insurance  Fire  Company.) 

And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  special  commissioners  or  a  ma- 
missioners'       jority  of  them,  do,  from  time  to  time,  or  as  often  as  there  may  be  oc- 
^'  casion,  meet  and  consult  together,  respecting  what  streets,  or  parts 

of  streets,  what  lanes  or  alleys  are  to  be  paved  ;  respecting  the- best 
method  and  manner  of  paving  and  keeping  clean  such  of  the  streets, 
and  public  lanes  and  alleys,  of  the  said  town,  as  are  within  the  in- 
habited and  settled  parts  thereof;  and  of  amending,  building  or  re- 
pairing the  bridges;  and  of  amending  or  repairing  the  common 
sewers  of  said  town,  made,  or  that  may  be  made,  for  discharging 
and  carrymg  off  the  water  into  the  river  or  basin ;  and  of  making, 
amending  and  repairing  the  public  streets,  roads  and  highways, 
within  the  said  town,  leading  from  any  of  the  public  roads  in  the 
country  to  the  paved  and  regulated  parts  of  the  said  streets;  and 
to  contract  with  any  person  or  persons  for  all  materials  for  the  pur- 
poses aforesaid,  and  with  such  and  as  many  workmen  as  they  shall 
judge  necessary  to  be  employed  from  time  to  time  in  and  about  the 
premises ;  and  to  agree  on,  execute  and  perform,  every  other  act, 
matter  and  thing,  which  to  them  shall  appear  necessary  for  the  ful- 
filment of  said  act. 

By  1829,  ch.  114,  power  is  given  to  the  mayor  and  city  council  to  change  and  alter 
the  grade  of  any  street. 

Their  poweisi  VII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  special  commissioners  shall 
have  full  power  and  authority  to  enter  upon  the  lots,  grounds  and 
possessions,  of  any  person  or  persons,  bodies  politic  or  corporate,

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make,  or  repair  the  same ;  provided  that  no  coinmon  .sewer  or  water 
course  to  be  laid  out,  shall  be  regulated  so  as  to  run  through  any  lot 
of  ground  belonging  to  any  private  person  or  persons,  unless  the 
same  sliall  be  aijrced  to,  and  approved  of,  by  u  majority  of  the  said 
special  connnissioners ;  and  in  every  such  case,  that  the  damages 
sustained,  or  to  be  sustained,  by  reason  thereof,  by  such  private 
owner  or  owners,  shall  be  valued  and  apj)raised  by  two  indifferent 
persons,  one  of  them  to  be  chosen  by  tlie  said  special  commission- 
ers, and  the  other  by  such  owner  or  owners ;  and  also  that  the  said 
damages  shall  be  paid  to  such  owner  out  of  the  moneys  arising  by 
virtue  of  this  act.

other  filth,  there  found,  that  shall  or  may  incommode  the  inhabitants, 
in  such  manner  and  form,  and  at  such  time  or  times,  as  the  said 
special  commissioners  shall  direct  and  appoint,  which  said  persons, 
so  agreed  with  and  employed,  shall  take  upon  themselves  the  office 
and  duty  of  scavengers,  pursuant  to  their  respective  agreements,  un-

X.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  the  inhabitants  and  occupiers  of  the  Inhabitants  to 
houses  and   lots,  and  the   sextons,  porters,   or  other   keepers  of ^^°^® '^''^*' 
churches,  meeting  houses,  or  other   public  buildings  or  burying- 
grounds,  fronting  the  paved  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  within  the  said 

town,  shall  rake  and  sweep  into  the  cart-way  the  dirt,  soil,  and  other 
filth,  to  be  found  on  the  brick  pavements  or  footway  before  their 
respective  houses,  lots,  dwellings,  or  public  buildings,  or  cause  the 
same  to  be  done,  once  at  least  in  every  week;  that  is  to  say,  on 
every  Friday,  when  the  snow  or  ice  on  the  said  pavements  or  foot- 
way does  not  prevent,  that  it  may  be  removed  by  the  said  scaven- 
gers on  the  same  day  or  the  day  following,  under  the  penalty  of  any 
sum  not  exceeding  five  shillings  for  every  neglect  or  refusal. 

XI.  And  be  it  enacted,   That   no  person  or  persons   whatsoever  Shavings,  &c. 
shall  cast  or  lay,  or  cause  to  be  cast  or  laid,  any  shavino^s,  ashes,  "°^  ^°J;_^',- 

,_,"',  '■'.,. '^     ,  .  ;  on   paTeineiufc, 

dung  or  other  tilth  or  annoyance,  on  any  pavements  withni  the  said  &c. 
town,  under  the  penalty  of  any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  shillings 
for  every  such  offence;  but  every  such  person  or  persons,  having 
such  shavings,  ashes,  dung,  or  other  filth,  shall  keep  the  same  in  some 
other  place,  iintil  the  scavenger  shall  attend  with  his  cart  to  carry  off 
the  same,  which  he  is  hereby  enjoined  to  do  once  in  every  week  at 
least,  if  required,  at  the  door  of  every  such  person,  under  the  pen- 
alty of  five  shillings  for  every  such  neglect  or  refusal ;  provided 
always,  that  every  such  person,  having  such  mud,  dung,  ashes  or 
other  filth,  so  as  to  be  carried   off,  shall  pay  every  such  scavenger, 
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for  all  such  filth,  and  no  other,  as  shall  be  occasioned  by,  or  arise 
from,  his  particular  trade,  business  or  occupation,  and  it  is  not  inci- 
dent to  common  house-keeping,  at  such  rate  as  shall  be  from  time 
to  time  settled  and  ascertained  by  the  special  commissioners,  unless 
he,  she  or  they,  shall  choose  to  carry  off  the  same  at  his,  her  or  their 
own  expense,  in  another  manner. 
Tenant  to  pay  XII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  if  the  owner  of  any  house  or  lot 
for  the  owner,  ^yhi^h  shall  be  rated  and  assessed  by  virtue  of  this  act,  or  before 
whose  front  the  foot  pavement  shall  be  hereafter  directed  to  be  paved, 
amended  or  repaired,  by  the  said  special  commisioners,  shall  not 
reside  within  the  town,  the  tenant  or  person  occupying  the  same, 
shall  pay  his  the  said  owner's  rate  and  assessment,  and  pave  and 
repair  the  footway  before  the  front  of  his  possession ;  and  the  taxes 
paid  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  and  the  money  expended  by  such  ten- 
ant in  paving  and  repairing  the  footway  aforesaid,  in  obedience  to 
the  order  of  special  commissioners,  shall  be  allowed  by  the  owner, 
and  defalked  by  the  tenant  out  of  the  rent  then  due,  or  thereafter  to 
become  due;  and  if  any  owner  of  any  house  and  lot,  before  whose 
front  the  cartway  shall  be  paved  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  or  if  any 
tenant  of  any  such  house  and  lot  shall  refuse  and  neglect  to  pave 
and  repair  the  footway  agreeably  to  the  direction  and  order  aforesaid, 
every  such  owner,  if  a  resident  within  the  said  town,  and  every 
such  tenant  of  such  non-resident  owner,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for 
every  foot  fronting  his  possession  so  neglected  to  be  paved,  the  sum 
of  one  shilling  ;  and  that  the  said  special  commissioners  shall  make, 
amend  and  repair  the  same,  out  of  the  public  moneys  by  this  act 
directed  to  be  raised,  and  shall  recover  the  same  of  such  resident 
owner,  or  tenant  of  such  non-resident  owner  respectively,  as  the 
case  may  require,  in  a  summary  way,  before  a  magistrate,  in  the  same 
manner  as  debts  not  exceeding  five  pounds,  any  law  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding. 

By  1S29,  ch.  Ill,  the  mayor  and  city  council  have  full  power  to  pass  all  ordinances 
which  they  may  deem  necessary  to  pave  and  keep  in  repair  the  foot  pavements, 
and  to  tax  owners  of  lots  to  pay  the  expense. 

XIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall,  after 
the  publication  of  this  act,  cast  or  throw  down,  out  of  any  cart, 
wagon,  or  other  carriage,  any  rubbish,  dirt,  or  earth,  in  any  public 
street,  lane  or  alley,  of  the  town  of  Baltimore,  save  only  in  such 
parts  and  places  as  shall  be  appointed  and  agreed  on  by  the  special 
commissioners,  every  such  offender  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every 
such  offence,  the  sum  of  five  shillings,  and  pay  the  costs  of  removing 
the  same ;  and  if  any  person  or  persons,  save  the  said  special  com- 
missioners, shall  hereafter  remove  or  pull  down  any  bar,  chain,  rope, 
or  fence,  which  the  said  special  commissioners  shall  hereafter  cause 
to  be  set  up,  in  or  across  the  said  streets,  lanes  or  alleys,  for  the 
preservation  of  the  pavement  then  newly  made,  every  such  person 
who  shall  so  offend,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  three  pounds 
for  every  such  offence. 

XIV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  distiller,  soap-boiler  or  tallow- 
chandler,  within  the  said  town,  shall  discharge  any  foul  or  nauseous 
liquor,  from  any  still-house  or  work-shop,  so  that  such  liquor  shall 
pass  into  or  along  any  of  the  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  of  said  town, 
or  if  any  soap-boiler  or  tallow-chandler  shall  keep,  collect  or  use,  or 
cause  to  be  kept,  collected  or  used,  in  any  of  the  built  parts  of  the 
town,  any  stale,  putrid  or  stinking  fat,  grease  or  other  offensive  mat- 
ter, or  if  any  butcher  shall  keep  at  or  near  his  slaughter-house  any 
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firarbage  or  filth  whatsoever,  so  as  to  annoy  any  neighbor,  or  any 
person  whatsoever,  lie,  she  or  they,  being  thereof  convicted  before 
any  justice  of  the  peace  of  tlie  said  town,  shall  I'orfeit  and  pay  for 
every  such  otfence,  the  sum  of  thirty-five  shillings. 

XV.  jind  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall,  after  Ou  persons 

the  publication   hereof,  cast,  carry,  draw  out  or  lay,  any  dead   horse  ^'^y'"^  ^^ad 
* ,         ,       ,  '  ■'  i- 1  1    ,•  1  •    •      carcasses  oq 

or  other  dead  carcase,  or  any  excrement  or  hlth  from  vaults   privies  the  common, 

or  nece^sary  houses,  and  shall  leave  such  carcase,  carion  or  filth,  with-  &c. 

out  burying  the  same  a  sufficient  depth  in  the  ground,  on  any  part  of 

the   commons  of  said   town,  on   or   near  any  of  the  streets,  lanes, 

alleys  or  highways   within   the   said  town,  or  district  adjoining  the 

town,  every   person  or  persons  so  otrending  and  convicted  thereof 

before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such 

offence,  the  sum  of  thirty  shillings. 

XVI.  .ind  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall,  after  On  throwing 
the  publication  hereof,  cast  or  throw  any  carion  or  filth  whatsoever,  ^^^  >"^o  the 
or  other  annoyance  or  obstruction,  into   the  river   in  said  town,  or'^'^^''    ^' 
into  the  basin,  and  shall  thereof  be  convicted  before  any  justice  of 

the  peace,  every  such  offender  shall,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit 
and  pay  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  forty  shillings  as  the  said 
justice  shall  think  reasonable. 

The  sections  between  sixteen  and  thirty.lwo  have  been  repealed  by  the  operation 
of  subsequent  acts. 

XXXII.  And  whereas,  the  paving  the  streets  of  Baltimore  town  will 
be  attended  with  great  expense  to  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  it  is 
necessary  that  due  care  be  taken  to  preserve  the  pavements  made  or 
to  be  made   from   any  and  every  avoidable  and  unnecessary  injury: 
And  whereas,  nothing  can  be  more  destructive  to  pavements  of  any 
kind,  and  particularly  to  those  newly  made,  than  the  carrying  large 
and  excessive  burthens  in  carriages,  the  felloes  of  the  wheels  whereof 
are  of  small  breadth,  whereby  the  stones  of  such  pavements  are  Carriages  to 
loosened  and  torn  up,  and   the   pavements  themselves   in  a  great  ^^heeis  &c 
measure  ruined;  for  remedy  whereof,  jBe  zYeTiadeti,  That  no  wagon, 
wain  or  cart,  whatsoever,  belonging  to  any  person  whatsoever,  re- 
sidincr  or  inhabiting   within  the  said  town,  or  within   three  miles  of 
the   said  town,'  shall  travel,  pass  or  be  drawn,  on  any  of  the  paved 
parts  of  the  said  town,  with  any  greater  number  of  beasts  of  draught 
than  three  if  a  four-wheeled  carriage,  and  if  a  two-wheeled  carriage 
with  any  greater  number  of  beasts  of  draught  than  two,  unless  the 
felloes  of  such  wheels  shall  be  of  the  breadth  or  gauge  of  four  inches 
from  side  to  side  at  the  least;  and  that  no  such  wheeled  carriage  be- 
longing to  persons  residing  as  aforesaid,  shall  travel  or  be  drawn  in 
the  said  town,  with   or  by  any  number  of  oxen  whatsoever,  unless 
the  felloes  of  the  wheels  thereof  shall  be  of  the  breadth  or  gauge  of 
four  inches  from  side  to  side  at  the  least,  carts  with  one  horse,  stage 
and  light  traveling  wagons  for  passengers  excepted;   and  that  every 
owner  or  owners  of  such   wheel  carriage,  which   shall   pass  or  be 
drawn  contrary  to  the  directions  and  meaning  of  this  act  shall,  for 
every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  pounds,  or  other- 
wise shall   fi>rfeit  any   one  of  the  beasts  of  draught  drawing  such 
wheel  carriage,  (excepting  the  draught  or  thill  horse,)  together  with 
the  geers,  bridles,  halter  and  other  accoutrements,  to  such  beast  of 
draught  belonging. 

'  By  1796,  ch.  42,  the  restrictions  and  regulations  in  this  section  are  coufined  to 
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wagonsj  &c.  usually  kept  and  employed  in  said  limits,  and  are  not  to  extend  to  wagons, 
&c.  attached  to  any  larm,  plantation  or  estate  lying  out  of  the  said  limits,  and  not 
usually  employed  within  the  same,  although  belcmging  to  persons  residing  in  the  town, 
or  within  three  miles  thereof,  and  going  occasionally  in  the  paved  parts  of  the  town.

Beasts  seized  XXXIII.  ^nd  be  it  enacted  That  the  person  or  persons  making 
to  be  delivered,  such  seizure  or  distress  as  aforesaid,  shall  deliver  the  horse  or  ox  so 
&c-  seized  and  distrained,  with  the  accoutrements,  into  the  custody  of 

some  one  of  the  constables  of  said  town,  and  every  such  constable 
is  required  to  take  and  receive  and  safely  keep  the  same,  till  the  per- 
son or  persons  making  such  seizure  shall  make  proof,  upon  oath  or 
affirmation  before  some  justice  of  the  peace,  before  whom  such  proof 
shall  be  made  to  their  satisfaction,  is  hereby  empowered  and  required 
to  issue  his  precept  to  such  constable,  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the 
beast  so  forfeited,  with  the  accoutrements,  at  public  auction  or  ven- 
due, first  giving  due  notice  of  such  sale ;  and  the  money  arising 
therefrom,  the  said  constable  shall  pay,  one  moiety  thereof  to  the 
party  or  parties  so  seizing  and  distraining  the  said  beast,  and  the 
other  moiety  to  the  special  commissioners,  or  the  treasurer,  to  be 
applied  towards  paving  the  streets,  after  deducting  from  the  whole 
such  reasonable  charge  as  the  justice  shall  allow;  but  in  case  no 
such  proof  shall  be  made  within  twenty-four  hours  after  such  seizure, 
that  then  such  beast  shall  be  returned  to  the  owner  or  owners 
thereof  without  any  costs  or  expenses. 
Penalty  on  XXXIV.  jlnd  be  it  enacted,   That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall 

hindering,  &c.  hinder,  prevent  or  obstruct  the  measuring  or  gauging  of  the  felloes 
of  such  wheels,  or  the  seizing  or  distraining  of  any  horse  or  beast  of 
draught,  hereby  directed  to  be  forfeited,  every  such  person  or  persons 
so  offending  shall,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of 
ten  pounds,  being  thereof  legally  convicted  in  any  county  court 
within  this  state :  Provided,  that  if  it  shall  appear,  that  the  felloes 
of  such  wheels  were  originally  made  of  the  full  breadth  prescribed 
by  this  act,  and  to  have  become  less  by  wear  or  use,  except  the  same 
shall  be  less  than  three  inches  and  one-half  wide,  the  penalties  and 
forfeitures  hereby  imposed  on  the  owner  or  owners  shall  not  be  in- 
curred, nor  the  same  recovered  in  manner  aforesaid,  or  in  any  other 
manner :  Provided,  also,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  deemed,  held 
or  construed  to  debar  or  prevent  any  person  or  persons,  residing  as 
aforesaid,  from  transporting  in  his  or  their  own  wagon,  wain 
or  cart,  for  his,  her  or  their  own  use,  but  not  for  hire,  any  matters 
or  things  whatsoever,  with  two  beasts  of  draught  only,  except  stones, 
bricks,  lime,  loam,  sand,  gravel,  iron,  lead,  cord-wood,  coal,  scant- 
ling, timber  and  boards:  Provided,  such  matters  and  things  do  not 
exceed  in  any  one  load  half  a  ton  weight,  on,  or  through  any  of  the 
paved  parts  of  the  said  town,  and  with  any  greater  number  of  beasts 
of  draught  within  or  through  any  other  parts  of  the  said  town  not 
paved,  although  the  felloes  of  the  wheels  of  said  wagon,  wain  or 
cart,  be  not  of  the  dimensions  aforesaid,  any  thing  in  this  act  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding 
Drays,  &c.  not  XXXV.  ^nd  be  it  enacted,  That  no  dray  or  other  carriage,  used  for 
to  pass  with  ^ny  transportation  of  merchandise  from  one  part  of  the  town  to  the 
other,  by  any  porter  or  drayman,  shall  travel  or  be  drawn  on  the 
paved  parts  of  the  said  town,  unless  the  felloes  of  the  wheels  of  such 
dray  or  other  carriage  shall  be  of  the  breadth  or  gauge  above  directed, 
under  the  penalty  of  five  pounds,  to  be  paid  by  the  owner  of  such 
dray  or  other  carriage,  and  to  be  recovered  as  debts  not  exceeding

ber of  hewn  standards,  for  preventing  the  wood  from  falling  off, 
marked  with  the  initial  letters  of  his  christian  and  surnames  on  the 
outer  side  of  said  standards,  under  the  penalty  of  five  shillings;  and 
that  if  any  wagoner,  carter  or  drayman,  shall  take  and  appropriate 
any  wood  belonging  to  any  of  the  inhabitants  aforesaid,  which  he 
shall  be  hired  to  haul,  or  shall  not  deliver  it  to  the  true  owner  or 
purchaser  therrof  every  such  person  so  offending,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  two  shillings  for  every  stick  or  piece  of  wood  so  appropriated 
or  detained  from  the  owner  or  purchaser  thereof,  being  first  legally 
convicted  of  the  said  offence,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace.

Be  it  enacted,  That  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  house  If  'i"w  made 
within  the  said  town,  having,  at  the  publication  hereof,  any  porch,  ^^^  paid  for, 
cellar  door  or  step,  extending  into  any  street,  lane  or  alley,  beyond 
the  limitation  aforesaid,  or  having  fixed  or  fastened  to  such  house 
any  bulk,  jut  window,  or  other  incumbrance  whatsoever,  shall  yearly 
and  every  year  pay,  to  such  person  or  persons  as  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  special  commissioners  to  receive  and  collect  the  same,  such 
sum  or  sums  of  money  as  the  said  special  commissioners  and  the 
assessors  of  said  town  shall  settle  and  assess,  as  a  full  compensation 
to  the  public,  until  such  porch,  cellar  door  or  step,  to  him,  her  or 
them  respectively  belonging,  shall  be  reduced  to  the  limits  aforesaid, 
or  till  removed  or  taken  away ;  and  every  owner  or  owners  of  any 
house  or  houses,  whereunto  a  spout  or  gutter  shall,  at  the  time  of 
publication  hereof,  be  so  fixed  and  placed,  that  the  waters  thereby 
discharged,  may  incommode  persons  passing  the  said  streets,  lanes 
or  alleys,  shall,  and  they  are  hereby  required,  forthwith  to  remove, 
or  effectually  to  alter  or  amend  the  same;  and  the  said  special  com- 
missioners are  hereby  further  authorized  and  empowered,  to  remove, 
or  cause  to  be  removed,  all  manner  of  obstruction  to  the  passage 
through  the  said  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  which  they  shall  find  re- 
maining in  the  same  an  unnecessary  length  of  time. 

XLIX.  Jlnd  he  it  enacted,   That  the  special  commissioners   are  Eihibiiions  to 
hereby  empow  ered  to  license  all  public  exhibitions  witJiin  said  town,  ^^  licensed, 
and  to  direct  tlieir  treasurer  to  receive  the  money  fixed  on  by  ilie 
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said  special  commissioners  for  such  licenses,  and  make  out  a  license 

under  the  common  seal.

Penalty  on  L.  And  he  it  enacted,    That  should  any  person  or  persons  not

April,  1783.     Chapter  XXIV. 

An  Act  Appointing  Wardens  for  the  Port  of  Baltimore  Town,  in  Baltimore 

County. 

Wharves  not  to  IX.  And  he  it  enacted^  That  no  wharf  or  wharves  shall  be  run  out, 
be  made,  &c.  made,  altered,  enlarged  or  extended,  from  and  after  the  publication 
hereof,  so  as  to  divert  the  course  of  the  said  channel,  obstruct  the 
harbor  or  basin,  or  to  the  injury  of  the  same ;  and  that  no  person  or 
persons  shall  make,  alter  or  extend,  a  wharf  or  wharves,  from  and 
after  the  publication  hereof,  without  laying  before  the  said  wardens 
a  plan  of  his  or  their  intended  wharf  or  wharves,  and  without  con- 
sent first  obtained,  under  the  seal  of  the  board,  to  carry  the  same  into 
effect;  and  in  case  any  person  or  persons  shall  make,  alter  or  ex- 
tend a  wharf  or  wharves,  without  such  permission,  it  shall  and  may 
be  lawful  for  the  said  wardens  to  recover,  by  warrant,  before  a  mag- 
istrate, a  sum  not  exceeding*  one  hundred  pounds,  as  in  cases 
of  debts  not  exceeding  five  pounds,  and  forthwith  to  cause  the  same 
to  be  demolished :  Provided,  that  this  act  is  not  meant  to  extend  to 
the  demolition  or  removal  of  wharves  already  made,  built  and  ex- 
tended. 
Basin  to  be  X.  And  he  it  enacted,  That  said  wardens  shall  and  may  cause  the 

cleansed,  &c.  basin  and  harbor,  or  such  part  or  parts  thereof  as  to  them  shall 
seem  meet,  as  soon  as  enabled  to  carry  the  same  into  effect,  to  be 
cleansed,  scoured,  cleared  and  ballasted,  and  all  obstructions  and 
annoyances  in  and  upon  the  said  basin,  harbor  and  river,  whether 
from  vessels  sunk  or  any  other  cause,  to  be  removed;  and  towards 
defraying  the  charges  and  costs  thereof,  to  impose  on  every  vessel 
entering  or  clearing  at  said  port  one  penny ^  per  ton;  which  sum  is 
to  be  collected  and  paid  to  the  naval  officer  for  said  port,  which 
officer  is  to  draw  the  same  commission  upon  said  collection  as  on 
collections  made  for  the  state ;  and  the  naval  officer  is  hereby  enjoin- 
ed to  collect  and  receive  the  rate  aforesaid,  and  to  pay  the  same  from 
time  to  time,  deducting  the  commission  aforesaid,  or  four  times  each 
year,  to  said  wardens;  said  rate  to  continue  till  a  sufficient  sum  shall 
be  raised  for  defraying  the  expense  aforesaid ;  and  in  case  of  refusal, 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  wardens  to  recover  the  same 
before  a  magistrate,  as  in  cases  of  debt  not  exceeding  five  pounds. 
1  The  power  of  imposing  this  duty  is  repealed,  by  1791 ,  ch,  60,  which  imposes  a 
duty  not  exceeding  two  cents  per  ton.  The  act  of  1791  was  not  to  operate  until  rat- 
ified  and  confirmed  by  an  act  of  the  congress  of  the  United  States;  this  was  done  by 
an  act  of  the  first  session  of  the  fourth  congress,  ch.  26,  passed  the  12th  May,  1796, 
to  continue  for  three  years,  and  to  the  end  of  the  next  session  of  congress  thereafter.

which  is  not  specifically  mentioned,  to  be  recovered  in  the  same 
manner  as  in  cases  of  debts  not  exceeding  five  pounds. 

XIII.  Provided,  always^  That  no  rules,  regulations  or  ordinances,  Proviso, 
directed   to  be  made  by  this  act,  be   repugnant   to  the  laws  of  this 
government,  and  provided,  said  rules,  regulations  or  ordinances,  be 
published  in  the  Baltimore  newspapers.

An  Act  to  empower  the  Commissioners  of  Baltimore  Town  to  make  a  cor- 
rect survey  of  the  said  Town  ;  and  other  purposes  therein  mentioned. 

Whereas,  a  number  of  the  inhabitants  of  Baltimore  towU;  by  Preamble, 
their  petitions  to  this  general  assembly  have  set  forth,  that  great  in- 
conveniences have  arisen  from  the  uncertain  location  of  the  lots  in 
said  town,  the  boundaries  thereof  in  many  instances  not  being  to 
be  found,  and  that  still  greater  confusion  is  apprehended  from  the 
variation  of  the  compass,  unless  the  commissioners  of  the  said  town 
are  authorized  to  make  a  general  and  correct  survey  of  the  whole 
town,  and  establish  permanent  boundaries  throughout  the  same  to 
perpetuate  the  true  location  thereof:  And  whereas,  it  is  further 
represented,  that  a  number  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  have 
made  and  extended  several  parcels  of  ground  out  of  the  waters  of 
Patapsco  river,  adjoining  the  said  town,  under  an  act  of  assembly 
for  that  purpose,  which  they  are  desirous  should  be  surveyed  and 
laid  off  into  streets,  lanes,  alleys  and  canals,  and  added  to  and  made 
part  of  Baltimore  town:  Andwliereas,  also,  the  streets,  lanes  and 
aileys,  in  several  of  the  additions  made  to  the  said  town,  have 
heretofore  been  so  negligently  laid  out,  as  not  to  correspond  with 
the  other  streets  throughout  the  said  town  ;  it  is  therefore  prayed, 
that  the  commissioners  of  Baltimore  town,  be  vested  with  powers 
to  remedy  the  grievances  complained  of: 

II.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the   General  Assembly   of  Maryland,    That  Survey  to  be 
the  commissioners  of  Baltimore   town  aforesaid,  or  a  major  part  of  "*^'^'^»  ^*^- 
them,  be  authorized  and  required,  after  giving  six  weeks  notice  in 
22 
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the  Baltimore  newspapers  of  the  time,  place  and  intentions,  of  their 
meeting,  and  after  having  taken  an  oath  before  some  magistrate  of 
Baltimore  county,  to  be  recorded  with  their  proceedings,  well  and 
truly  to  execute  the  trust  reposed  in  them  by  this  act,  without  pre- 
judice, partiality  or  favor,  to  cause  a  correct  and  general  survey  of 
the  several  additions  throughout  the  said  town  to  be  made,  accord- 
ing to  the  original  location  thereof,  to  be  ascertained  by  proof  of 
such  location  where  it  can  be  had,  or  by  a  proper  allowance  for  the 
variation  of  the  compass,  where  proof  of  the  original  location  can- 
not be  had,  having  a  regard  in  the  calculation  of  the  variation  of 
the  compass  to  any  proof  which  may  be  made  to  parts,  of  such  origi- 
nal location,  so  as  to  make  the  lines  upon  which  an  allowance  for 
the  variation  may  be  made  correspondent  as  nearly  as  may  be  with, 
the  parts  proved  as  aforesaid,  and  to  establish  and  fix  permanent 
boundaries  of  stone  throughout  the  same,  with  proper  marks  and 
devices  thereon,  to  ascertain  in  future  the  true  location  of  the  sev- 
eral lots  in  every  part  of  the  said  town,  and  cause  a  correct  plot, 
with  proper  explanations  of  the  same  to  be  made,  together  with  the 
proof  of  them  taken,  and  the  reasons  which  governed  them  in  fix- 
ing such  boundaries  where  no  proof  of  the  original  running  can  be 
obtained,  and  returned  to  the  town  clerk,  who  is  hereby  directed 
to  enter  the  same  on  record  among  the  records  of  said  town. 

III.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  person  shall 
apprehend  himself  aggrieved  by  the  determination  of  the  said  com- 
missioners in  the  premises,  such  person  may,  within  three  months 
next  after  such  determination,  appeal  from  the  same  to  the  general 
court  of  the  western  shore,  which  court  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  hear  and  determine  such  appeal,  and  to  make  all  orders 
necessary  for  obtaining  full  information  upon  the  subject  of  dispute, 
and  shall  hear  such  appeal  at  the  first  court,  if  it  can  be  done  with 
justice  to  the  parties,  and  the  judgment  and  determination  of  the 
said  court  shall  be  final,  and  being  certified  to  the  commissioners 
aforesaid,  they  shall  act  in  conformity  thereto  in  completing  their 
survey  and  location  aforesaid. 
Streets,  &c.  to  IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  commissioners  aforesaid,  or  a 
be  laid  out  major  part  of  them,  are  hereby  empowered  and  required,  on  appli- 
'  '  cation  of  the  proprietors  of  any  lots  throughout  the  said^  town,  to 
survey,  alter,  amend  and  lay  out  anew,  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys, 
running  through  the  same,  with  the  consent  of  the  proprietors 
thereof,  or  their  guardians,  first  had  and  obtained,  and  at  their  own 
expense,  so  as  to  make  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  throughout 
every  part  of  the  said  town,  to  correspond  and  communicate  with 
each  other  as  near  as  may  be :  Provided,  always,  that  the  streets, 
lanes  and  alleys,  when  altered,  amended  and  laid  out  anew  shall 
not  run  through  the  ground  of  any  person  whatsoever,  without  the 
consent  of  such  person  first  obtained. 
Lots,  &c.  to  VI.  Jind  be  it  enacted,  That  the  lots  of  ground,  streets,  lanes  and 
be  part  of  Bal- alleys,  when  so  altered,  amended  and  laid  out  anew,  and  the  ground 
nmore  town,  ^^^  other  improvements  made  and  extended  out  of  the  water,  when 
surveyed  and  laid  off  according  to  the  directions  of  this  act;  shall 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  part  of  Baltimore  town 
aforesaid,  and  shall  have  all  the  immunities,  privileges  and  ad  van 
tages,  the  rest  of  the  said  town  hath,  or  by  former  laws  ought  to 
have,  as  fully  and  as  amply  as  if  the  same  had  been  originally  in- 
cluded  therein;  saving  to  all   persons   whatsoever  their  right  of 
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property  in  uiiy  oftlie  said  grounds  j^o  made  and  exU'iided  as  afore- 
said, and  in  the  lots  or  land  from  wliicli  such  grojind  may  be  made 
and  extended,  and  the  riirlit  to  make  and  (wtend  <rr()nnd  as  afore- 
said, and  the  riglit  to  tlie  water,  or  land  covered  1)\  water,  which 
rights  are  not  meant  or  intended  in  any  manner  to  he  interlbred 
with,  determined  on,  or  affected  hy  this  act.

An  Act  for  the  Rstablishment  ami  Regulation  of  a  Night  Watch,  and  the 
Erection  of  Lamps,  in  Baltimore  Town,  in  Baltimore  County. 

Whereas  the  orderinor  and  reijulatinor  a  watch,  and  enliorhteninff  Preamble. 

coo  '  O  O 

the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  in  the  night  time,  in  Baltimore  town, 
in  Baltimore  county,  is  of  very  great  importance  for  the  preservation 
of  the  persons  and  properties  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  very 
necessary  to  prevent  tires,  burglaries,  and  other  outrages  and  dis- 
orders. 

II.    Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That  the  commission- 
commissioners  of  Baltimore  town,  or  a  major  part  of  them,  are  here-  ers  to  meet, 
by  authorized  and  directed,  to  meet  at  such  times  and   places  as^*^- 
they  shall  think  proper,  and  may,  from  time  to  time,  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  this  act,  contract  with  fit  and  proper  persons  to  erect, 
put  up  and  l\\,  any  number  of  lamps,  in  such  parts  and  places  in 
the  said  town  as  to  them  shall  seem  meet  and  expedient,  and  to 
contract  with    any  person  or  persons  for  the  lighting,  trimming, 
snuffing,  supplying,  maintaining,  and  repairing  them,  and  shall  like- 
wise from  time  to  time  order,  appoint,  hire  and  employ,  as  many 
watchmen  as  they  shall  judge  necessary,  and  shall  then  and  there  di- 
rect and  order  what  wages  shall  be  given  them,  and  if  any  of  the  said 
watchmen  die  within  the  time  for  which  they  were  appointed,  or 
shall  be  negligent  in  their  duty,  or  be  guilty  of  any  misbehavior,  it 
shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  commissioners  aforesaid,  or  a  major 
part  of  them,  at  any  intermediate  time  of  the  year,  to  remove  any  of 
the  said  watchmen  so  appointed,  and  to  employ,  hire  and  appoint, 
one  or  more  persons  fitly  qualified  in  the  rootn  and  stead  of  him  or 
them  so  dying,  neglecting  his  duty,  or  misbehaving  as  aforesaid. 

III.  ^Ind  be  it  enacted,  That  each  of  the  commissioners  aforesaid,  Their  powers, 
for  the  time  being,  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  jurisdiction  of  a 

justice  of  the  peace  within  said  town,  and  they,  or  a  major  part  of 
them,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  appoint  any  number  of 
persons  of  good  character,  to  be  constables  in  said  town. 

IV.  ^nd  be  it  enacted,  That  the  commissioners  aforesaid,   or  a  To  appoint 
major  part  of  them,  shall,  as  soon  as  they  conveniently  can,  direct  stands,  &c. 
and  set  down,  in  writing,  at  what  stands  it  is  fit  for  the  said  watch- 
men to  be  placed,  how  often  they  shall  go  the  rounds,  and  also  ap- 
point the  rounds  each  watchman  is  to  go,  and  shall,  from  time  to 

time,  make  such  further  and  other  orders  and  regulations  for  the 
better  government  of  the  said  watchmen,  as  the  nature  of  the  case 
shall  require. 

V.  Jlnd  be  if  enacted,  That  a  true  copy  of  all  orders,  regulations,  orders  to  be 
nominations  and  appointments,  which  shall  from  time  to  time,  be  copied,  &c, 
so  made  for  the  better  direction  and  government  of  the  watchmen, 

fihall  be  fairly  printed  or  written,  and  signed   by  the  commissioners 
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aforesaid,  or  a  major  part  of  them,  and  shall  be  delivered  to  the  watch- 
men aforesaid. 
Constable^,  to  ^I'  *^^^  ^^  ^^  enacted,  That  one  or  more  of  the  constables  m  said 
attend,  &c  town,  as  by  orders  and  regulations,  shall  be  thought  necessary,  shall 
attend  at  the  court  house,  or  some  other  convenient  place  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  commissioners,  or  a  major  part  of  them,  aforesaid, 
shall  appoint,  and  keep  watch  and  ward  in  manner  following  to  wit: 
From  the  tenth  of  September  to  the  tenth  of  March  in  every  year, 
from  eight  in  the  evening  to  six  in  the  morning;  and  from  the  tenth 
of  March  to  the  tenth  of  September  in  every  year,  from  nine  in  the 
evening  to  four  in  the  morning;  and  the  constables  shall,  in  their 
several  turns  and  courses  of  watching,  use  their  best  endeavors  to 
prevent  fires,  murders,  burglaries,  robberies,  and  other  outrages  and 
disorders,  within  said  town,  and  to  that  end  shall,  and  they  are 
hereby  empowered,  directed  and  required,  to  arrest  and  apprehend 
all  night-walker.<.  malefactors,  and  other  suspected  persons,  who 
shall  be  found  wandering  and  misbehaving  themselves,  and  shall 
carry  the  persons  so  apprehended,  as  soon  as  they  coveniently  can, 
before  one  or  more  justices  of  the  peace,  or  commissioner  in  said 
town  to  be  examined  and  dealt  with  according  to  law,  and  shall 
once,  or  oftener,  at  convenient  times  of  the  night,  go  about  the 
several  stands  in  said  town,  and  shall  take  notice  whether  the  watch- 
men perform  their  duties  in  their  several  stations,  according  to  the 
regulations  made  for  that  purpose,  and  in  case  any  watchman  mis- 
behaves or  neglects  his  duty,  the  constable  shall  immediately  give 
notice,  to  the  commissioners  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  that  the 
watchman  may  be  admonished  or  discharged  as  the  service  may 
require;  and  the  said  constables  shall  observe,  keep  and  perform,  all 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  shall  be  made  by  the  said  commission- 
ers for  their  good  government,  and  in  case  of  misbehavior  or  neglect, 
may  be  admonished  or  discharged  in  the  same  manner  as  the  watch- 
men; and  the  said  constables,  for  every  night  watching,  shall  be 
paid  by  the  commissioners  aforesaid,  such  sum  of  money  as  they, 
or  a  major  part  of  them,  shall  think  reasonable. 
Penalty  on  ne-  ^^^'  *^nd  be  it  enacted.  That  if  any  of  the  said  constables  shall 
gleet  of  duty,  neglect  to  attend  any  night  in  his  turn  to  keep  watch  and  ward  at 
^*  the  respective  hours  appointed  by  this  act,  or  shall  depart  from  or 

leave  keeping  watch  during  the  respective  hours  appointed  for  keep- 
ing the  same,  or  shall  neglect  to  go  about  the  several  stands  of  said 
town  once  at  least  in  every  night  of  his  said  watching,  or  shall  other- 
wise misbehave  or  neglect  his  duty,  in  each  or  every  said  case,  the 
person  so  offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty  shillings. 
Duty  of  watch-  VIII.  ^nd  be  it  enacted,  That  the  watchmen  are  hereby  empow- 
men.  ered,  required  and  directed,  in  their  several  stations,  during  the  time 

of  their  keeping  watch,  to  apprehend  all  night-walkers,  malefactors, 
rogues,  vagabonds  and  disorderly  persons,  whom  they  shall  find  dis- 
turbing the  peace,  or  shall  have  just  cause  to  suspect  of  any  evil 
designs,  and  to  carry  the  person  as  soon  as  convenient  before  some 
justice  or  commissioner  in  said  town,  to  be  exammed  and  dealt  with 
according  to  law;  and  the  watchmen  shall  be  at  their  respective 
stands  and  keep  watch  at  the  hours  by  law  required,  and  shall  ob- 
serve, perform  and  execute,  all  such  rules,  orders  and  regulations, 
as  shall  be  from  time  to  time  enjoined  upon  them,  and  in  case  of 
any  fire  breaking  out,   or  other  great  necessity,  shall  alarm  each 
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otlier,  and  tlio  inhabitants  in  their  respective  rounds,  whicli  wlien

IX.  .bid  be  if  enacted,  That  if  any  person  shall  wilfully  or  mali-  {'^[^^^y  *"°^ 
ciously  break,  throw  down,  destroy  or  extinguish,  any  lamps  thatjj^pg  ^^^ 
shall  be  hung  up  to  light  the  streets,  lanes  or  alleys,  in  said  town, 

or  shall  wilfully  damage  the  posts,  irons,  sentry  boxes,  or  other  fur- 
niture thereof,  every  person  so  offending,  and  being  convicted  by 
the  oath  or  alfirmation  of  one  or  more  credible  witnesses  before  any 
commissioner  or  justice  of  the  peace  in  said  town,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  three  pounds  for  each  and  every  such  offence;  and  if  any  per- 
son shall  without  design,  or  by  accident,  break,  throw  down  or  ex- 
tinguish any  lamp  aforesaid,  or  damage  any  of  the  said  posts,  irons, 
or  sentry  boxes,  or  other  furniture,  and,  having  done  the  same,  shall 
fail  of  giving  notice  thereof  to  some  of  the  commissioners  or  justices 
in  said  town  within  twelve  hours  thereafter,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the 
same  forfeiture  as  if  the  same  had  been  wilfully  and  maliciously 
done;  but  if  timely  notice  be  by  him  given  as  aforesaid,  he  shall 
only  pay  such  costs  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  commissioner  or  jus- 
tice will  fullv  repair  the  damage  done. 

X.  ^ind  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  slave  be  convicted  of  any  of  the  ^^^^''^'g^y^^e'^' 
offences  created  by  this  act,  he  shall  be  whipped  on  his  bare  back  not  whipped,  &c. 
exceeding  thirty-nine  lashes,  unless  the  owner  of  such  slave  will  pay 

the  fine  or  repair  the  damage;  and  if  any  person  under  age,  bound 
servant  or  apprentice,  be  convicted  of  incurring  any  penalty  or  dam- 
age under  this  act,  the  parent,  guardian  or  owner,  shall  be  obliged 
to  pay  the  said  penalty  or  damage,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  they 
had  incurred  the  same;  and  all  fines  incurred  under  this  act  shall 
be  recovered  in  the  same  manner  as  debts  under  five  pounds,  and 
shall  be  appropriated  towards  defraying  the  charges  of  the  said  lamps 
and  watches. 

XI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any   person  is  sued  for  any  thing  General  issue 
done  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  he  may  plead  the  general  issue,  and  ^^  ^^  ^   ^' 
give  this  act  and  the  special  matter  in  advance;  and  no  person  shall 

be  prosecuted  for  misbehavior  or  neglect  in  the  execution  of  this 
act,  unless  they  are  prosecuted  within  six  months  after  such  offence 
is  committed.

A  Supplement  to  an  Act,*  entitled  an  Act  for  the  regulation  of  the  Mar- 
kets in  Baltimore  Town.

Whereas  it  is  represented  to  this  general  assembly,   that  divers  Preamble, 
persons,  in  and  about  Baltimore  town,  made  a  practice  of  purchas- 
ing up  and  engrossing  the  provisions  coming  to  the  said  markets.

Penalty  on  II.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That  who- 

persons buying,  soever  shall  buy,  or  cause  to  be  bought,  any  kind  of  vegetables, 
dead  meat,  poultry,  butter,  cheese,  tallow,  eggs  or  fish,  in  any  of 
the  markets  in  Baltimore  tovi^n,  or  within  ten  miles,  thereof,  with  an 
intent  to  sell  the  same  again  in  such  markets  or  town,  or  within 
two  miles  thereof,  shall,  for  the  first  offence,  forfeit  the  article,  or 
the  value  thereof,  so  purchased,  for  the  second  offence  forfeit  as 
aforesaid  and  be  fined  thirty  shillings  current  money,  and  for  every 
other  offence  forfeit  five  pounds  current  money  to  be  recovered  in 
a  summary  way  before  a  magistrate  ;  provided  that  the  purchasing 
pork,  beef  and  fish,  by  the  barrel,  or  other  package,  butter  in  firkins, 
or  other  package,  not  less  than  fifty  pounds,  bacon  or  cheese  by 
the  quantity,  by  any  merchant  or  shopkeeper,  and  selling  the  same 
again  in  his  store  or  shop,  shall  not  be  deemed,  taken  or  construed, 
to  come  within  the  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act.

sons  deemed  their  purchases  in  so  secret  a  manner  that  it  may  be  difficult  to  de- 
offenders,  &c.  j.g^^  them,  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  and  as  often  as  it  shall 
happen  that  any  person  is  exposing  any  of  the  above  enumerated 
articles  for  sale,  otherwise  than  in  their  stores  or  shops  as  aforesaid, 
and  there  is  good  cause  to  suspect  they  have  been  purchased  con- 
trary to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  ^Issembly  of  Maryland,  That  the  Justices  to 
justices  of  the  peace'  in  the  respective  counties  of  this  state,  or  any  "™^^^  Re- 
live of  them,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  required, 
on  some  day  between  the  first  day  of  March  and  the  first  day  of 
October,  annually,  to  meet  at  the  court  house  of  their  respective 
counties,  to  adjust  the  ordinary  and  necessary  expenses  of  their 
several  counties,  including  an  allowance  for  the  poor  of  the  county, 
and  public  roads,  and  for  the  payment  thereof,  with  a  commission 
for  collection  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  to  impose  an  assessment 
or  rate  on  all  property  within  their  county  sufficient  to  defray  such 
county  charge  ;  and  the  said  justices  shall  apportion  such  assess- 
ment or  rate  according  to  the  last  corrected  valuation  of  property 
in  their  county,  and  shall  appoint  a  person  or  persons  to  collect  the 
same  ;  and  every  collector,  before  he  acts  as  such,  shall  give  bond, 
payable  to  the  state,  with  good  and  sufficient  securities,  such  as  the 
said  justices  shall  approve  of,   in  double   the  sum  to  be  collected, 

with  condition,  "That  if  the  above  bound ,  shall  well  and 

faithfully  execute  his  office,  and  the  several  duties  required  of  him 
by  law,  and  shall  well  and  truly  account  for  and  pay  to  the  justices 
of  the  levy  court,  or  their  order,  the  several  sums  of  money  which 
he  shall  receive  or  be  answerable  for  by  law,  at  such  time  as  the  law 
shall  direct,  then  the  above  obligation  to  be  void." 

'By  179b,  ch.  34,  the  governor  and  council  are  directed  to  appoint,  out  of  the 
justices  of  the  peace  for  each  county,  seven  of  the  most  discreet,  &c.  who  are  to  be 
styled  iu  the  commission,  justices  of  the  levy  court,  except  in  Baltimore,  where  elev- 
en are  to  be  appointed,  four  in  the  city,  and  seven  in  the  county  and  the  other  jus- 
tices are  to  have  no  power  as  a  levy  court,  and  by  1826,  ch.  217,  the  whole  power  of 
the  levy  court  is  vested  in  the  mayor  and  city  council  of  Baltimore.

tain a  license  from  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  that  purpose,  and  that 
the  said  license  shall  be  in  force  for  one  year,  and  no  longer,  and  if 
any  dog  or  bitch  owned  by  any  negro,  not  possessed  of  such  license, 
shall  be  seen  going  at  large,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  per- 
son to  kill  the  same,  and  in  case  of  any  suit  instituted  therefor,  the 
person  or  persons  killing  the  said  dog  or  bitch  may  plead  the  gen- 
eral issue,  and  give  this  act  in  evidence.

upon forfeit  to  the  use  of  the  informant,  such  gun  or  other  offensive 
weapon,  which  shall  thus  have  been  found  in  his  or  her  possession, 

Proviso  ^^^  ^®  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  costs  which  shall  have  accrued  in 

such  prosecution :  Provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  extend 
to  prevent  any  free  »egro  or  mulatto  from  carrying  a  gun  or  other 
offensive  weapon,  who  shall,  at  the  time  of  his  carrying  the  same, 
have  a  certificate  from  a  justice  of  the  peace,  that  he  is  an  orderly 
and  peaceable  person,  which  certificate  shall  be  in  force  for  one 
year  from  the  date  thereof,  and  no  longer. 

By  1831,  ch.l83,  sec.  6,  the  license  must  be  obtained  from  the  county  court,  and 
must  be  renewed  annually. 

1832,  ch.  296,  sec.  5,  authorizes  justice  to  sell  the  fire  arms,  kc,  which  had  not 
been  forfeited  to  the  informer  antecedent  to  the  passage  of  that  act,  and  after  de- 
ducting expenses,  to  return  surplus  to  such  negro.

papers, once  in  each  week  for  three  months,  and  set  up  at  the 
court  house  door  of  his  county,  an  advertisement,  stating  the  name 
of  the  warehouse,  the  weight,  gross,  tare,  and  net,  the  number  and 
the  person  in  whose  name  the  same  may  have  been  inspected,  of 
all  tobacco  which  may  have  remained  in  his  warehouse  for  the  space 
of  four  years,  the  owners  whereof  are  unknown  to  the  inspector; 
and  if  the  owner  of  such  tobacco  shall  not  apply  for  the  same  with- 
in six  months  from  the  date  of  such  advertisement,  and  pay  the 
warehouse  charges  due  on  said  tobacco,  and  the  cost  of  advertise- 
ment, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspector  to  sell  the  same  at  public 
sale ;  and  the  several  inspectors  shall  annually  account  with  and 
pay  to  the  levy  court  the  amount  which  they  may  have  received  for 
any  tobacco  sold  as  aforesaid  for  the  use  of  the  county. 

II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  the  owner  of  any  tobacco,  sold  as 
aforesaid,  shall  within  one  year  from  the  sale  thereof  satisfy  the  levy 
court  of  the  county  wherein  the  same  may  have  been  sold,  that  the 
tobacco  so  sold  was  his  right  and  property,  the  said  levy  court  shall 
at  the  time  of  laying  the  next  county  levy,  assess  and  levy  on  said 
county  for  the  use  of  the  said  owner,  the  principal  sum  which  the 
said  levy  court  may  have  received  for  such  tobacco,  deducting 
therefrom  the  warehouse  charges  due  thereon,  together  with  the 
costs  of  advertising.

discretion,  cause  the  said  lunatic  pauper  to  be  removed  to  the 
Maryland  hospital  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  nature  of  the  case  shall 
permit.

in  any  part,  the  old  bed  so  left  dry,  may  be  disposed  of  by  the  said 
corporation,  and  the  proceeds  applied  towards  effecting  the  pro- 
posed improvement :  Provided,  that  no  private  right  of  property  in 
the  bed  of  said  falls  shall  be  affected  by  anything  herein  contained; 
nor  shall  the  said  mayor  and  city  council  have  a  right  to  change  the 
said  bed  of  the  falls,  without  the  consent  of  the  person  through 
whose  land  or  property  it  may  be  hereafter  directed  to  flow,  nor  to 
widen  Liffy  street  on  its  west  side,  without  the  consent  of  the  pro- 
prietors of  the  ground  fronting  thereon. 

X.  Jlnd  be  it  enacted,  That  if  it  shall  be  found  necessary  or  ad- 
visable for  accomplishing  the  intended  improvement  of  the  said 
falls,  and  for  opening  streets  or  constructing  wharves  on  its  banks, 
to  purchase  the  property  of  individuals,  the  said  corporation  are 
hereby  authorized  to  purchase  such  property  ;  and  if  the  proprietor 
of  such  property  is  under  any  legal  disability  to  contract  for  a  sale, 
or  is  unwilling  to  make  such  sale,  or  the  corporation  cannot  agree 
on  the  terms  offered  therefor,  in  either  case  the  judges  of  the  sixth 
judicial  district,  or  any  two  of  them,  on  the  application  of  the  cor- 
poration, shall  appoint  three  disinterested  persons  to  value  property 
so  required,  who  shall  return,  on  oath,  their  award  of  its  value  to 
Baltimore  county  court,  which  award  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  said 
court,  unless  cause  to  the  contrary  be  shown,  in  which  case  the  said

An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Trustees  for  the  Poor  of  Baltimore  City  and 

County. 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That  there  Trustees  in- 
shall  be  annually  appointed  seven  trustees  for  the  poor  of  Baltimore  ^""^P^'*'®^* 
city  and  county,  four  of  whom  shall  be  residents  in  the  city  of  Balti- 
more, and  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  and  city  council  of  Balti- 
more, in  the  same  manner  as  officers  under  the  corporation  are  ap- 
pointed;  and  the  other  three  shall  be  residents  in  Baltimore  county, 
out  of  the  said  city,  and  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  and 
council,  and  all  vacancies  that  shall  occur  shall  be  filled  by  appoint- 
ments to  be  made  in  the  same  manner;  and  the  said  seven  trustees 
and  their  successors  to  be  appointed  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  and  they 
are  hereby  incorporated  and  constituted  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate, by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Poor  of 
Baltimore  city  and  county,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual 
succession,  and  shall  be  capable  in  law  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity,  or  before  any  judge 
or  justice,  to  j)urchase,  take,  receive,  possess,  hold,  use  or  sell,  con- 
vey and  deliver  all  kinds  of  lands,  tenements,  estates,  property  and 
effects,  real  personal  and  mixed,  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal, 
and  the  same  at  their  pleasure  to  break,  alter  or  renew,  and  to  exer- 
cise all  the  j)owers,  authorities  and  privileges  granted  to  or  vested 
in  them  by  this  act  or  which  shall  be  vested  in  them  by  any  future 
act  of  assembly,  as  fully  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  any  other  cor- 
porate body  may  or  can  lawfully  <io. 
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II.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  each  trustee  appointed  by  virtue  of 
this  act,  before  he  proceeds  to  perform  any  duties  as  such,  shall,  be- 
fore some  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath 
or  affirmation,  that  he  will  duly  and  faithfully  execute  the  duties 
and  trusts,  and  exercise  the  powers  committed  to  and  vested  in  him 
as  trustee  for  the  poor  of  Baltimore  city  and  county,  according  to 
law,  to  the  best  of  his  ability  and  judgment;  and  the  said  trustees 
shall  provide  a  book  or  books  in  which  shall  be  entered  a  minute  of 
their  proceedings  under  this  act,  and  the  certificate  of  each  trustee 
having  taken  and  subscribed  the  oath  or  affirmation  aforesaid ;  and 
when  the  said  trustees  or  a  majority  of  them,  or  any  four  trustees 
appointed  in  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  have  taken  and  subscribed  the 
said  oath  or  affirmation,  they  shall  be  qualified  and  competent  to 
exercise  all  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  herein  granted  and 
required. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted^  That  all  the  powers,  authorities,  rights  and 
privileges  which  were  granted  to  or  vested  in  the  trustees  for  the 
poor  of  Baltimore  county,  by  an  act  of  assembly,  passed  at  Novem- 
ber session,  in  the  year  seventeen  hundred  and  seventy-three,  enti- 
tled, an  act  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  within  the  county  of  Baltimore, 
and  all  lands,  houses  and  other  property,  estate  and  effects  acquired 
by  and  vested  in  the  trustees  for  the  poor  of  Baltimore  county  afore- 
said, as  such,  and  not  since  sold,  or  otherwise  legally  disposed  of; 
and  also  all  the  powers,  authorities,  rights,  duties  and  privileges 
vested  in  the  justices  of  the  levy  court  of  Baltimore  county  in  re- 
spect to  the  said  lands,  the  poor  house,  work  house  and  poor  of 
Baltimore  county,  and  afterwards  transferred  to  and  vested  in  or 
granted  to  the  trustees  of  the  poor  house  of  Baltimore  county,  and 
all  lands,  property,  estate  and  effects,  powers,  rights,  privileges  and 
emoluments,  now  vested  in  or  held  by  the  trustees  of  the  poor  house 
of  Baltimore  county,  or  to  which  they  are  entitled,  shall  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby  transferred  to  and  vested  in  the  trustees  for  the 
poor  of  Baltimore  city  and  county,  incorporated  by  this  act;  and 
the  said  trustees,  hereby  incorporated,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
all  the  books,  papers,  proceedings,  vouchers  and  documents  relating 
to  the  poor  of  Baltimore  county,  and  to  the  lands,  buildings,  estate, 
property  and  effects  so  transferred  to  and  vested  in  them  as  afore- 
said, which  shall  be  forthwith  delivered  to  them. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  trustees  for  the  poor  of  Baltimore 
city  and  county  aforesaid,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  power, 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  to  appoint  all  such  officers,  clerks, 
agents  and  servants,  as  they  may  think  necessary  or  useful  in  the 
exercise  of  the  powers  and  performance  of  the  duties  entrusted  and 
committed  to  them,  and  the  same  at  their  pleasure  to  remove  and 
discharge;  to  fix  the  compensation  and  prescribe  the  duties  of  all 
such  officers,  clerks,  agents  and  servants ;  to  admit  into  the  poor 
house  and  receive  under  their  care,  in  addition  to  those  paupers 
which  the  laws  of  this  state  authorize  or  require,  such  indigent  or 
distressed  persons  as  in  their  opinion  the  dictates  of  humanity  or 
particular  circumstances  render  proper  or  necessary;  to  prescribe, 
provide  for  and  direct  all  matters  relating  to  the  support,  treatment 
and  employment  of  all  paupers,  vagrants  and  other  persons  what- 
ever, in  the  poor  house  and  work  house,  or  any  other  place  under 
their  care  or  charge  ;  to  procure  or  erect  and  use  all  such  machinery, 
materials  and  implements  as  they  ffhall  think  proper  or  necessary 
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for  any  purpose  coiiiu'ciod  with  their  duties,  or  the  exercise  of  the 
powers  vested  in  tliem,  and  to  make,  in  their  discretion,  amend, 
alter  and  repeal  all  such  by-laws  as  siial!  be  necessary  to  carry  into 
full  effect  all  the  powers,  authorities,  rights,  privileges  and  duties 
granted  to  and  vested  in,  or  reipiired  of  them,  or  which  shall  be 
granted  to  them  by  any  future  act  of  assembly  :  Provided,  that  such 
by-laws  shall  not  be  contrary  to  any  law  of  this  state  or  of  the 
United  States. 

V.  .ind  be  it  enacted.  That  every  pauper  who  shall  be  under  the  Authority  over 
care  of  the  said  trustees,  except  females  under  the  age  of  twelve  P^"''^'*' ^*^* 
years,  and  males  under  the  age  of  fifteen,  shall  be  charged  as  a 
debtor  for  food,  medicine  and  other  necessaries  furnished,  at  a  rate 
not  exceeding  thirty  cents  per  day;  and  every  such  pauper,  when 
capable  of  performing  labor  or  service,  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
trustees,  be  required  and  compelled  to  perform  the  same,  and  shall 
be  allowed  a  reasonable  compensation  therefor,  according  to  the 
value  thereof,  to  be  ascertained  and  fixed  by  the  said  trustees,  and 
credited  to  the  account  of  such  pauper  performing-  such  work, 
labor  or  services  ;  and  the  said  trustees  may  retain  such  pauper  un- 
der their  care  until  the  amount  of  compensation  so  allowed  shall  be 
equal  to  the  amount  of  charges  against  such  pauper  aforesaid;  and 
if  any  pauper  shall  depart  from  the  poor  house  or  work  house, 
without  the  permission  of  the  said  trustees,  before  such  pauper 
shall  have  compensated  by  work,  labor  or  service,  as  aforesaid,  or 
otherwise,  for  the  charges  made,  as  hereinbefore  directed,  such 
pauper,  so  departing,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  on 
conviction  thereof,  in  the  Baltimore  city  court,  to  which  cognizance 
of  the  same  is  hereby  given,  shall  be  sentenced  to  work  and  labor 
under  the  direction  of  '-the  trustees  for  the  poor  of  Baltimore  city 
and  county"  aforesaid,  tor  a  period  of  time,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
said  court,  not  exceeding  twelve  months ;  and  a  certificate,  under 
the  corporate  seal  of  the  said  trustees,  that  any  person  has  so  de- 
parted, indebted,  and  without  permission,  shall  be  sufficient  evidence 
to  authorize  any  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  to  issue  a  warrant 
for  the  arrest  of  such  person,  and  to  bind  over  or  commit  such  per- 
son for  trial  before  the  proper  court,  as  in  other  cases  of  misde- 
meanor:  Provided,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  provbo. 
to  prevent  or  restrict  the  said  trustees  from  dismissing  any  pauper 
or  other  person  from  under  their  care,  without  requiring  any  com- 
pensation to  be  made  by  labor,  or  otherwise,  for  the  expenses 
charged  against  such  person. 

VI.  ^nd  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  trustees  shall  have  full  power,  Kmpowered  to 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  whenever  they  shall  deem  it  ad-  ^^^• 
visable  and  beneficial  to  Baltimore  city  and  county,  to  sell  and  dis- 
pose of  all  or  any  part  of  the  ground  or  land  within  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  vested  in  them  by  this  act,  and  also  all  or  any  part  of  the 
farm  called  Calverton,  lately  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of 
said  county,  which  lies  on  the  east  side  of  Gwynn's  run,  and  upon 
receipt  of  the  purchase  money,  to  convey  the  same  to  the  pur- 
chasers, and  apply  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  or  sales  to  the  payment 
of  the  expenses  incurred,  or  which  shall  be  incurred,  in  erecting 
and  complelinir  the  buildings  and  other  improvements  necessary 
for  the  accommodation  and  employment  of  the  paupers,  vagrants 
and  other  persons  who  shall  be  under  the  care,  charge  or  direction 
26» 
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of  the  said  trustees ;  and  if  more  than  sufficient  to  pay  such  ex- 
penses, to  apply  the  residue  to  the  payment  of  the  debt  incurred 
by  the  purchase  of  the  aforesaid  farm  called  Calverton ;  and,  until 
by  such  sale,  or  otherwise,  the  means  of  paying  the  said  debt  shall

of  Baltimore. 

Preamble.  Whereas,  it  has  been  represented  to  the  general  assembly  of 

the  state  of  Maryland,  that  the  highways  and  bridges  in  that  part 
of  the  city  of  Baltimore  lying  without  the  limits  of  direct  taxation, 
but  within  the  exterior  limits  of  the  city,  are  frequently  rendered 
impassable,  to  the  very  great  injury  and  inconvenience  of  the  com- 
munity, in  consequence  of  there  being  no  appropriation  of  money 
for  the  purpose  of  keeping  them  in  repair — Therefore, 
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I.  Be  it  macied  by  ihe  General  Assembly  of  Manjland,  That  tlie  Po^"  lo  tax. 
mayor  and  city  council  of  Baltimore,  sliall    have  power   to  lay  and 

collect  a  direct  tax,  not  exceedinir  thirty-five  cents'  in  the  hundred 
dollars,  on  the  assessment  of  all  lands  and  houses  in  the  said  city, 
lyinor  without  the  present  limits  of  direct  taxation,  and  within  the 
exterior  limits  of  said  city,  and  may  enforce  the  payment  of  the 
same,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  provided  with  respect  to  the 
direct  lax,  which  the  said  corporation  is  now  authorized  to  impose  ; 
and  the  tenants  in  possession  shall  be  liable  to  the  payment  of  the 
said  tax  imposed  upon  the  premises  occupied  by  them,  without  its 
operatincT,  however,  to  alter  the  nature  of  contracts  between  land- 
lords and  tenants.

Report  of  Commissioaers  appointed  to  lay  out  the  Limits  of  Direct 

Taxation. 

We,  the  undersigned  commissioners,  named  in  a  commission  to 
us,  issued  and  directed  by  his  excellency  the  governor,  and  the 
honorable    the    council   of  Maryland,  pursuant  to    'an  act  of  the 
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i'    j  general  assembly  of  Maryland,  passed  February  the  tvventy-tirst. 

eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-one,"  entitled,  "an  additional  act  re- 
lating to  the  city  of  Baltimore,"  do  hereby  certify  and  make  known, 
that  in  obedience  to  the  said  commission,  and  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  first  section  of  the  act  of  assembly  aforesaid,  we 
entered  upon,  and  have  performed,  the  duties  assigned  us  under 
the  said  commission.  After  having  appointed  Alexander  J.  Bouldin 
as  surveyor,  in  the  execution  of  said  commission,  we  have  marked 
out  the  limits  within  the  said  city,  so  far  as  the  same  is,  in  our 
judgment,  thickly  settled,  built  upon,  or  improved,  and  which  the 
usual  regulations  for  watching,  or  lighting,  or  cleaning  of  streets, 
i  are,  or  ought  to  be,  applied,  and  which  limits  we  have  ascertained 

and  determined  to  be  as  follows,  viz. 

Beginning  on  the  south  side  of  Montgomery  street,  eastwardly 
five  hundred  feet  from  Covington  street,  at  the  letter  A  on  the  plat, 
thence  running  southwardly,  bounding  on  the  lines  fixed  by  the 
wardens  of  the  port  of  Baltimore,  until  it  intersects  the  center  of 
Ostend  street  at  A  on  the  plat,  thence  westwardly  along  the  center 
of  Ostend  street,  until  it  intersects  Ridgely's  addition  to  Baltimore 
town  at  B  on  the  plat,  thence  reversing  the  lines  of  said  addition, 
and  bounding  on  the  waters  of  Howard's  branch  and  the  middle 
branch,  to  the  mouth  of  the  three  pronged  branch  at  C  on  the  plat, 
thence  running  up  and  bounding  on  said  branch,  until  it  intersects 
the  center  of  Sterett  alley  at  D  on  the  plat,  thence  northwardly  along 
the  center  of  Sterett  alley  and  Sterett  street,  until  it  intersects  the

the  letter  a,  thence  bounding  on  the  waters  of  what  is  called  the  city 
block,  to  the  letters  b,  c,  d,  e,  thence  along  the  east  side  of  Harford 
or  Canal  street  dock,  to  Wilkes  street  at/,  thence  on  Wilkes  street, 
westwardly  tifty  feet,  then  along  the  west  side  of  Harford  or  Canal 
street  dock,  to  the  city  dock,  thence  westwardly  with,  and  bounding 
on,  the  city  dock  to  Jones'  falls,  then  up  the  east  side  of  said  falls 
to  Pratt  street  bridge,  thence  across  said  bridge,  thence  down  the 
west  side  of  Jones'  falls  to  the  city  block,  so  called,  thence,  still 
bounding  on  the  water,  to  the  new  draw-bridge  aforesaid,  thence 
across  the  end  of  said  block  to  the  south-east  corner  thereof,  then 
bounding  on  the  waters  of  the  basin,  including  all  the  platforms, 
wharves,  and  every  other  improvement  thereon,  to  the  south  side  of 
Pratt  street,  at  its  intersection  with  Franklin  lane  at  the  letter  g, 
thence  along  the  south  side  of  Pratt  street,  westwardly,  to  the  east 
side  of  Light  street  wharf,  thence  southwardly  with  said  wharf  to 
the  north  side  of  Hughes'  quay,  thence,  still  bounding  on  the  waters 
of  the  basin,  including  all  wharves,  platforms,  and  every  other  improve- 
ment thereon  erected  or  made,  to  the  east  end  of  Christopher 
Hughes'  old  wharf,  otherwise  called  Harbaug's  wharf,  and  thence 
to  the  beginning.  And  we  do  herewith  return  the  annexed  piat  of 
the  limits  so  as  aforesaid  ascertained  by  us,  to  the  register  of  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  to  be  by  him  recorded  in  his  office,  we  having 
also,  on  the  day  of  the  date  hereof,  made  a  similar  return  to  the 
clerk  of  Baltimore  county,  to  be  recorded  in  his  office.

Passed  Feb.  16.  An  Act  relating  to  the  Police  of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That  the  mayor 
and  city  council  of  Baltimore,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  and 
empowered,  to  make  and  pass  such  ordinances  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  and  proper,  to  suppress  the  evil  and  pernicious  practice 
of  firing  and  discharging  crackers  within  the  limits  of  said  city  either 
by  prohibiting  the  sale  of  crackers,  or  otherwise.

13.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  visitors  shall  keep  regular 
books  of  accounts,  in  which  the  whole  expenses  of  the  jail,  whether 
for  supplies,  salaries  of  officers,  repairs,  or  incidentals,  shall  be  dis- 
tinctly stated,  as  also  all  the  receipts  and  expenditures  upon  the 
different  dockets,  in  such  a  manner,  as  that  these  accounts  may  show 
what  is  chargeable  to  Baltimore  county,  and  what  chargeable  to 
Baltimore  city. 

14.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  expenses  attending  their  repairs, 
alterations  and  improvements  of  the  jail,  and  of  the  property  apper- 
taining thereto,  shall  be  paid  for  in  equal  proportions  by  Baltimore 
county  and  Baltimore  city,  and  all  other  necessary  expenses  incur- 
red by  the  said  visitors,  shall  be  paid  by  Baltimore  county  and  Balti- 
more city,  in  the  proportions  properly  chargeable  to  the  said  county 
and  city  respectively,  having  regard  to  the  number  of  prisoners  and 
the  expense  of  keeping  the  same,  which  shall  have  been  sent  from 
the  county  and  fiom  the  city. 

16.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  visitors  shall  annually  make 
out  a  full  statement  of  all  the  public  money  received  by  them  from 
the  register  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  or  from  any  other  source  for  the 
use  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  has  been 
expended,  which  statement  shall  be  laid  before  the  mayor  and  city 
council  of  Baltimore,  together  with  an  estimate  of  what  will  be  ne- 
cessary for  the  following  year,  the  amount  of  which  estimate  shall  be 
levied  on  the  property  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  be  paid  to  the 
visitors  of  the  jail. 

17.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  said  visitors  shall  have  authority 
to  receive  from  the  register  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  from  the 
commissioners  of  Baltimore  county,  all  moneys  heretofore  levied  for

An  Act  for  the  Inspection  of  Sole  Leather  and  Rough  Harness,  and 
Rough  Skirting  Leather  in  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That  the 
governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  shall, 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  before  the  first  day  of  April  next, 
and  in  every  year  thereafter,  appoint  two  persons  of  integrity,  and 
of  experience  and  skill,  in  regard  to  the  various  qualities  of  sole 
leather,  to  be  inspector  of  sole  leather  and  rough  harness  and  skirt- 
ing leather,  or  any  other  rough  leather,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  nei- 
ther of  whom  shall  be  either  directly  or  indirectly,  for  himself  or  any 
other  person,  concerned  in  tanning  or  currying,  or  in  any  wise  con- 
cerned in  any  dealing  or  trafficking  in  leather  of  any  kind. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  such  inspector,  when  appointed, 
shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  and  subscribe 
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the  tbllowing  o;uli  or  aflirniatioii.  before  some  person  authorized  to 
administer  llic  ^.lUle  :  1  do  solemnly  swear  or  allnni,  as  tlie  case  may 
be,  that  I  will  faithfully,  truly  and  imj)artially,  aceordinu  to  tiie  best 
of  my  judtruieut  and  ability,  execute  and  perform  the  duties  of  the 
office  of  an  wispectt)r  of  sole  leather,  and  rou^li  harness  and  rougli 
skirting  leather,  in  tlie  city  of  Baltimore  ;  which  oath  when  taken 
and  reduced  to  writing,  shall  be  lodged  in  the  ollice  of  the  clerk  of 
Baltimore  county  court,  to  be  by  iiim  recorded  at  the  expense  or 
charge  of  the  inspector.

spection law  of  any  other  state  before  it  is  brought  to  said  city  of 
Baltimore. 

9.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  person  who  shall  sell  or  buy  with- 
in the  limits  of  said  city,  or  export  or  cause  to  be  exported  there- 
from, any  sole  leather,  rough  harness  or  rough  skirting  leather,  not 
lawfully  inspected  as  aforesaid,  after  inspectors  appointed  under 
this  act  shall  have  entered  on  the  duties  of  their  office,  shall  forfeit 
five  dollars  for  each  and  every  side  of  leather  so  sold,  bought  or 
exported,  recoverable  with  costs  in  the  name  of  the  state,  in  an 
action  of  debt  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  one-half  of  the 
money  recovered  to  be  for  the  use  of  the  informer,  and  the  other 
half  to  the  use  of  the  state,  to  be  paid  to  the  clerk  of  Baltimore 
city  court,  to  be  accounted  for  by  him  every  six  months  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  western  shore,  with  an  allowance  to  such  clerk  of 
five  per  cent  for  his  services  in  receiving  and  paying  over  the  same. 

10.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  every  person  who  shall  counterfeit  or 
fraudulently  alter  any  of  the  marks,  stamps,  brands  or  impressions 
of  any  such  inspection  on  any  side  or  sides  of  leather  so  required 
to  be  inspected,  or  so  as  aforesaid  inspected,  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  be  punishable  by  fine  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  or  by  confinement  in  the  jail  of  Baltimore  county  not 
less  than  three,  nor  more  than  six,  calendar  months,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  court.

Report  of  Commissioners  under  chapter  two  hundred  and  eighty-five. 

The  undersigned,  appointed  by  the  mayor,  commissioners,  under 
the  third  section  of  the  act  of  the  general  assembly,  passed  at  De- 
cember session,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-six,  "to  fix  and  deter- 
mine the  rates  of  fare,  hire  or  compensation,  for  the  use  of  hack- 
ney carriages  within  the  city  of  Baltimore,  for  transportation  of 
passengers  and  baggage,  and  of  either,"  having  taken  the  oath 
prescribed  by  said  act,  a  certificate  whereof  is  hereto  annexed, 
proceeded  to  the  discharge  of  the  duty  required  of  them  by  your 
appointment. 

The  establishment  of  rules  for  the  government  of  hackney  coaches 
in  large  cities,  is  a  universal  practice  in  Europe  and  this  country, 
and  perhaps  there  is  no  city  in  either,  of  the  size  and  population  of 
Baltimore,  where  such  regulations  do  not  exist.  The  propriety 
and  necessity  of  such  regulations  cannot  be  doubted,  and  the  evils 
which  prevail  in  Baltimore  for  the  want  of  them,  have  been  felt 
and  complained  of,  not  only  by  our  own  citizens,  but  by  strangers 
and  travellers,  until  it  had  become  a  reproach  to  the  character  of 
our  city.  In  this  view  of  the  subject,  the  commissioners  felt  bound 
to  accept  the  appointment,  and  to  proceed  diligently  and  promptly 
to  obtain  the  information  necessary  to  the  establishment  of  rates, 
which,  whilst  they  should  protect  the  public,  and  especially  stran- 
gers, against  unjust  or  unreasonable  imposition,  would  at  the  same 
time  insure  to  the  hackney  coachmen  a  just  and  liberal  compensa- 
tion for  the  use  of  his  property  and  labor  devoted  to  their  service. 

The  examination  of  the  commissioners  has  afforded  abundant 
proof  of  gross  and  repeated  instances  of  overcharges  and  imposi- 
tions by  persons  trusted  with  the  care  of  carriages ;  but  there  is  no 
reason  to  believe  that  such  practices  are  sanctioned  by  the  owners, 
or  by  the  larger  and  more  respectable  part  of  the  drivers,  all  of  whom 
unite  in  reprobating  what  is  not  only  a  reflection  upon  their  calling, 
but  carries  along  with  it  a  serious  pecuniary  loss;  indeed,  the  com- 
missioners find  that  hack  owners  unite  with  the  public  in  wishing 
that  a  system  should  be  adopted,  which  will  prevent  practices  as 
injurious  to  them  as  it  is  to  the  community. 
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It  will  be  evident  to  the  mayor,  upon  a  moment's  reflection,  that 
but  little  useful  information  could  be  had  by  referring  to  the  rates 
established  in  other  cities,  as  they  are  necessarily  fixed  with  refer- 
ence to  local  considerations  and  circumstances,  peculiar  to  the 
place  for  which  they  are  adopted.  This  was  found  to  be  the  case 
with  the  rates  in  New  York,  Philadel})hia  and  Washinirton,  and 
therefore  wholly  inapplicable  to  the  city  of  Baltimore,  whose  form 
and  size,  and  the  relative  position  of  the  harbor  to  that  part  of  the 
city  where  the  greater  portion  of  the  population  resides,  bears  no 
feature  of  resemblance  to  the  cities  referred  to.  The  truth  of  this 
remark  is  apparent  from  the  circumstance,  that  in  all  those  cities 
lines  of  omnibusses  have  been  established,  whilst  in  Baltimore  seve- 
ral attempts  have  been  made,  and  sustained  with  great  perseverance 
and  industry,  but  without  success. 

From  these  and  other  considerations,  the  commissioners  became 
satisfied,  that  the  maintenance  of  hackney  coaches  in  this  city  was 
peculiarly  necessary  for  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  the  public, 
and  ought,  therefore,  to  be  encouraged  and  supported  by  a  scale  of 
rates  which  would  enable  the  owners  to  keep  them  of  the  best  kind, 
and  in  the  best  order.  It  is  very  certain  that  the  great  proportion 
of  the  public  hacks  in  other  cities  are  much  inferior  to  those  in  Bal- 
timore, and  it  is  said  to  be  attributable,  in  a  great  measure,  to  the 
low  rates  of  fare  which  prevail  in  those  places.  A  good  hackney 
coach  and  horses,  as  we  ascertained,  cannot  be  put  upon  the  stand 
for  less  that  $750;  and  to  keep  it  in  proper  order  calls  for  constant 
expense — it  is  exposed  daily  to  accidents,  which  frequently  occur, 
of  a  more  or  less  destructive  character;  requiring  to  be  restored  at 
a  heavy  cost,  independently  of  the  loss  of  time  whilst  in  the  hands 
of  the  coach-maker:  hay,  grain  and  all  kinds  of  provender  have 
greatly  advanced  in  price,  and  the  nature  of  the  service  requires 
high  feeding ;  add  to  this,  the  occasional  loss  of  a  horse,  and  the 
increased  cost  of  stable  rent,  and  it  will  be  manifest  that  the  yearly 
support  of  a  hackney  coach  greatly  exceeds  what  is  generally  be- 
lieved by  those  who  do  not  stop  to  inquire  into  the  detail  expense. 
From  all  these  considerations,  the  commissioners  have  felt  them- 
selves obliged  to  establish  rates,  higher  than  those  which  prevail 
elsewhere,  and  which,  for  that  reason,  may  be  thought  by  some  to 
be  too  great ;  but  the  commissioners  are  satisfied  that  experience 
will  sustain  the  plan  which  has  been  adopted;  if  it  should  not,  the 
same  authority  can  review  and  adapt  the  rates  to  a  scale  found  to 
be  more  just  and  applicable. 

It  has  been  thought  useful  to  separate  the  different  kinds  of  hack- 
ney coaching,  and  fix  a  rate  of  fare  for  each,  instead  of  making  a 
general  charge,  and  measuring  the  amount  of  the  fare,  by  a  reference 
to  either  time  or  distance — both  of  which  are  uncertain,  and  difficult 
to  be  ascertained  with  any  kind  of  precision,  and  consequently, 
would  afford  a  constant  subject  of  dispute ;  to  avoid  which,  and  to 
introduce  as  much  precision  as  practicable  into  the  rate  of  fare,  and 
to  make  it  intelligible  by  a  glance  at  the  printed  card,  which  the 
law  requires  to  be  placed  in  the  coach,  the  commissioners  have 
made  the  following  arrangements  and  classification. 

1.  From  steamboats  and  rail  road  depots  to  any  part  of  the  city. 

2.  To  steamboats  and  rail  road  depots. 

3.  Within  certain  prescribed  limits,  east,  west,  north  and  south 
from  Calvert  street,  the  center  of  the  city. 
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4.  By  the  hour. 

5.  Evening  and  night. 

6.  Between  the  Exchange  and  Fell's  Point. 

The  commissioners  herewith   return  the  table  of  "rates  for  the 
transportation  of  baggage  and  passengers,  and  of  either,"  arranged 
under  the  foregoing  heads,  with  some  general  explanatory  rules.

7.  And  be  it  enacted  That  when  any  person  bringing  lime  to  the 
city  of  Baltimore  for  sale,  in  any  wagon  or  other  carriage  of  burden, 
shall  have  delivered  and  discharged  the  same,  and  it  shall  appear  to 
the  buyer  or  receiver,  or  any  other  person  or  persons,  that  some 
fraud  or  device  has  been  used  in  the  loading  or  unloading  thereof, 
not  known  to  the  inspector,  he,  she  or  they  may  complain  to  the 
inspector,  who  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  forthwith,  or  as 
soon  as  practicable,  to  examine  into  the  same,  and  should  the  in- 
spector be  satisfied  that  his  first  certificate  was  not  correct,  then,  in 
that  case,  he  shall  revoke  and  annul  the  first  certificate,  and  issue 
and  deliver  a  new  one  instead  thereof,  expressing  the  just  quality 
and  quantity ;  and  should  it  appear  that  fraud  was  intended,  or  any 
device  used,  with  an  intention  to  deceive  the  inspector,  then,  in 
that  case,  the  owner  or  driver,  or  agent  of  the  said  lime,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay,  for  every  such  offence,  ten  dollars.

An  Act  for  the  General  Valuation  and  Assessment  of  Property  in  this  Passed  April 
State,  and  to  provide  a  Tax  to  pay  the  Debts  of  the  State.  ^'  ^^^• 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the    General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That  all  Description  of 
real  and  personal  property  in  this  state  ;  all  chattels,  real  and  per-  Pjope^y  to  be 
aonal ;  all  goods,  wares  and  merchandises,  and  other  stock  in  trade, 
at  home,  or  not  permanently  located  elsewhere  ;  the  interest  or  pro- 
portion in  all  ships  and  other  vessels,  whether  in  or  out    of  port, 
owned  by  persons  residents  of  this  state  ;  all  debts    secured  by,   or 
due  on  judgment,  decree,  mortgage,  bond,  bill  of  exchange,  prom- 
issory note  from  solvent  debtors,  (except  debts  due  for  goods  sold  Except. 
and    delivered   after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  banknotes ;)  all 
stocks  or  shares  owned  by  residents  of  this  state,  in   any  bank,   in- 
stitution or  company,  incorporated  in  other  state  or  territory  ;  all 
debts  due  to  residents  of  this  state,  by  solvent  debtors  residing  out 
of  this  state,  except  debts  due  for  goods  sold  and    delivered    after 
the  passage  of  this  act  ;   all  investments    in  securities  or  stocks  of 
other   states,  made  or  held    by  residents    of  this    state  ;  all    public 
loans  and  stocks  whatsoever,  (except  those  created  or  issued  by  the  Except. 
United  States,^  owned  or  held  by  residents  of  thiu  state ;  all  stocks

(or  solemnly,  sincerely  and  truly  declare  and  affirm)  that  as  asses-

posed for  the  use  of  the  state,  within  the  city  of  Baltimore,  for  the 
years  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-one,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty- 
two,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-three  ;  and  that,  for  that  purpose, 
he  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  authority  which,  by  existing  laws,

nal or  copy  of  the  oath  or  affirmation  to  be  filed  in  the  clerk's  of- 
fice of  the  city  of  Baltimore.

there  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  five  commissioners,  citi- *'°"^" '"  ^'' 
zens  of  Baltimore,  three  of  whom  shall  reside  west,  and  two  east  of^ofernoV. 
Jones'  falls,  whose  duty  it  shall   be  to  divide  the  city  of  Baltimore 
into  twenty  wards,  as  nearly  equal  in  population  as  may  be,  and  the 
boundaries  of  which  shall  be,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  in  right  lines. 
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2.  And  belt  enacted,  That  said  commissioners  shall  locate  twelve 
of  said  wards  west,  and  eight  east  of  Jones'  falls,  and  shall  make 
out  two  returns,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  which  will  describe 
particularly  the  metes  and  bounds,  by  streets,  lanes  and  alleys,  of 
each  of  said  wards,  and  designate  the  same  by  numbers,  from  num- 
ber one  to  number  twenty,  inclusive,  commencing  with  the  num- 
bers east  of  Jones'  falls,  one  of  said  returns  to  be  deposited  in  the 
office  of  the  register  of  the  city,  and  the  other  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  Baltimore  county,  to  be  by  them  recorded,  and  the  register 
of  the  city  shall  cause  said  return  to  be  published  in  two  of  the 
daily  newspapers  of  the  city,  for  the  space  of  one  month,  within 
two  months  after  the  same  shall  have  been  deposited  in  his  office  ;

in  the  county  court  of  the  county  in  which  said  attempts  shall  be 
made,  or  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  fifty  dollars,  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  to 
imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  one  month,  nor 
more  than  two  years.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That  the 
visitors  of  the  jail  of  Baltimore  city  and  county  be,  and  they  are  here- 
by, authorized  to  sell,  either  at  private  or  public  sale,  and  on  such 
terms  as  to  said  visitors  may  be  deemed  most  expedient,  all  that  lot 
or  pjircel  of  ground  situate  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  which  is  con- 
tained within  the  following  metes  and  bounds,  courses  and  distances, 
to  wit;  beginning  for  the  same  at  the  south-west  intersection  of 
east  Eager  and  Forrest  streets,  and  running  thence  southerly  on  the 
west  side  of  Forrest  street,  thirty-three  feet  three  inches,  more  or 
less,  to  Henry  Ewing's  land,  thence  westwardly  on  said  Ewing's

1847.— Chapter  CCLXVI. 

Passea  March  An  Act,  entitled,  a  Supplement  to  an  Act,  entitled,  an  Act  for  the  Gen- 
'        •  eral  Valuation  and  Assessment  of  Property  in  this  Stale,  and  to  provide 

a  Tax  to  pay  the  Debts  of  the  State,  passed  at  March  session,  eighteen 
hundred  and  forty-one,  chapter  twenty-three. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That  all 
persons  and  incorporated  institutions  of  this  state,  that  in  the  year 
■  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-eight  and  in  all  suceeeding  years,  shall 
pay  their  state  taxes  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September  of  the  year 
for  which  the  said  taxes  are  or  may  be  levied,  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
deduction  of  five  per  centum  on  the  amount  of  said  taxes;  all  that 
shall  pay  the  same  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  of  the  said 
year  shall  be  entitled  to  a  deduction  of  four  per  centum,  and  all  that 
shall  pay  the  same  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  November  of  the 
said  year  shall  be  entitled  to  a  deduction  of  three  per  centum,  and 
at  the  time  of  receiving  the  said  taxes  the  collectors  or  the  treasurer, 
as  the  case  may  be,  shall  make  the  deductions  aforesaid  and  note 
the  same  upon  the  receipts  given  to  the  persons  or  incorporated  in- 
stitutions so  paying  as  aforesaid,  but  nothing  in  this  section  con- 
tained shall  be  construed  to  extend  to  the  taxes  paid  or  payable  on 
the  public  debt  of  Maryland  or  the  stock  loans  of  the  city  of  Balti- 
more, which  shall  be  collected  and  paid  as  is  now  provided  by  law. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  on  all  sums  paid  by  any  collector  to 
the  treasurer  on  account  of  state  taxes  for  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  forty-eight,  and  all  succeeding  years,  on  or  before  the 
fifteenth  day  of  September  of  the  year  for  which  said  taxes  are  or 
may  be  levied,  the  said  collector  shall  be  entitled  to  be  allowed  a  de- 
duction of  five  per  centum ;  on  all  state  taxes  paid  by  him  on  or  before 
the  fifteenth  day  of  October  of  the  said  year  a  deduction  of  four  per 
centum,  and  on  all  state  taxes  paid  by  him  on  or  before  the  fifteenth 
day  of  November  of  the  said  year  a  deduction  of  three  per  centum, 
which  deduction  shall  in  each  case  be  noted  by  the  treasurer  upon 
the  receipt  given  to  said  collector;  and  it  is  expressly  declared  to 
be  the  intent  and  meaning  of  this  section  that  the  deductions  afore- 
said shall  be  made  from  the  gross  amount  of  the  state  taxes  placed 
for  collection  in  the  hands  of  said  collector,  and  said  deductions 
shall  not  be  in  addition  to  those  made  under  the  provisions  of  the 
first  section  of  this  act. 

3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  taxes  due  for  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  forty-eight  and  succeeding  years,  shall  be  collected 
and  paid  into  the  treasury  as  follows  :  two-thirds  of  the  taxes  for 
eighteen  hundred  and  forty-eight  shall  be  paid  by  the  collectors  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  January  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-nine, 
allowances  being  made  for  the  deductions  on  so  much  of  said  taxes

6.  .^nd  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  or  nmiks,  &c.  to 
other  proper  ofiicer  of  the  banks,  and  of  all  other  incorporated  insti-  I'ly  i:ixio  the 
tutions  and  companies  chartered  by  this  state,  seuii-annually,  on  the  ^'^*^'^^"'^<^'"- 
first  day  of  January  and  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  and  every  year, 

to  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  Maryland  the  amount  of  the  tax  imposed 
upon  the  capital  stock  of  said  banks,  institutions  or  companies  by 
the  act  of  Alarch  session  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-one,  chapter 
twenty-three,  and  its  supplements,  whether  such  bfliiks,  institutions 
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or  companies  or  any  of  them,  have  or  have  not  declared  any  divi- 
dends or  earned  any  profits,  and  without  regard  to  the  place  of  resi- 
dence of  the  stockholders  therein.

of  Baltimore  may  require,  which  said  additional  justices  of  the 
peace,  when  so  appointed  and  commissioned,  shall  be  subject,  in 
every  respect,  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  sup- 
plement.

An  Act  further  Supplementary  to  an  Act,  entitled  an  Act  to  revive  the  passed  jaB. 
Act  to  Incorporate  the  Humane  Impartial  Society  of  the  City  of  Balti-28,  l.V)0. 
more,  and  to  change  the  name  of  said  Corporation. 

Whereas,  the  members  of  the  corporation  entitled  the  president  Preamble, 
and  managers  of  the  Baltimore  Humane  Impartial  Society,  are  de- 
sirous to  enlarge  the  sphere  of  their  benevolent  operations  in  aid  of 
indigent  women,  to   provide  a  suitable   home  for  the  aged,  and  to 
obtain  additional  corporate  powers  and  privileges,  therefore, 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Jlssembly  of  Maryland,  That  the  y^ct  revivrd. 
name,  style  and  title  of  said  corporation  shall  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  changed  to  that  of  the  Baltimore  Humane  Impartial  Society 
and  Aged  Women's  Home,  and  the  object.s  and  purposes  of  said 
corporation  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  to  employ  and  relieve  indi-

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gent  women,  to  provide  a  suitable  home  for  the  aged,  and  to  main- 
tain and  educate  orphans. 

2.  And  he  it  enacted,  That  the  said  corporation  shall  have  power 
to  take  by  gift,  devise,  bequest,  or  otherwise,  property,  real  and 
personal,  and  the  same  to  hold,  possess  and  retain,  or  to  lease,  sell 
and  dispose  of:  Provided,  that  the  property  to  be  by  the  said  cor- 
poration at  any  one  time  held,  shall  not  exceed  in  clear  annual 
value  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars. 

3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  female  or  any  other  person,  who- 
shall  make  a  donation  at  any  one  time,  to  the  funds  of  said  corpo- 
ration, of  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars,  shall  be  a  member  thereof  for 
life ;  and  any  female  or  any  other  person  who  shall  subscribe  and 
pay  to  said  funds  a  sum  not  less  than  three  dollars  annually,  by 
said  subscription  and  payment,  shall  become  a  member  of  said 
corporation,  and  shall  continue  a  member  thereof  so  long  as  such 
shall  be  annually  paid. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  members  of  said  corporation,  or  a 
majority  of  the  members  who  shall  be  present  at  a  meeting  to  be  held 
for  that  purpose,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  ap- 
point, in  addition  to  the  trustees  authorized  by  the  original  act  of 
incorporation,  not  exceeding  four  trustees,  so  that  the  number  of 
trustees  at  any  one  time  shall  not  exceed  eleven ;  and  in  case  of 
the  death,  resignation  or  removal  out  of  the  state,  of  any  of  the  said 
additional  trustees,  or  of  their  successors,  to  be  from  time  to  time 
appointed,  as  hereinafter  directed,  it  shall  be  in  the  power  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  members  of  said  corporation  who  shall  be  present  at  a 
meeting  held  for  that  purpose,  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies.

An  Act  Supplementary  to  an  Act,  entitled  an  Act  relating  to  the  Im- 
portation of  Passengers. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  or  other  per- 
sons discharging  the  duties  of  his  office,  to  require  the  owner  or 
consignee  of  every  vessel  arriving  from  a  foreign  country,  or  from 
any  other  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  be  entered  at  the  cus- 
tom house,  in  .the  city  of  Baltimore,  upon  pain  of  forfeiture  for 
every  neglect  or  omission,  to  give  bond,  as  hereinafter  required,  of 
the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  in  each  case  to  the  mayor  and  city  coun- 
cil of  Baltimore,  to  give  a  several  bond  to  the  state  of  Maryland,  in 
a  penalty  of  three  hundred  dollars,  for  each  or  every  person,  a  pas- 
senger, included  in  the  report  of  the  master  or  commander  of  such 
vessel,  to  be  made  as  provided  in  the  first  section  of  the  act  to^ 
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^hich  this  is  a  supplement,  secured  as  hereinafter  provided,  and 
condi  loned  to  indtMuriity  and  save  harmless  each  and  every 
city,  town  and  county  in  this  state,  from  any  cost  which  such  city, 
town  or  county  shall  incur  lor  the  relief  or  support  of  the  person 
named  in  the  bond,  within  five  years  from  the  date  of  such  bond, 
and  also  to  indemnify  and  refund  any  charge  or  expense  such  city, 
town  or  county  may  necessarily  incur  for  the  support  or  medical 
care  of  the  person  nained  therein,  if  received  into  the  alms-house, 
or  hospital,  or  any  other  institution  under  their  charge ;  each  and 
every  such  bond  shall  be  secured  by  two  or  more  sufficient  sureties, 
being  residents  of  the  slate  of  Maryland,  each  of  whom  shall  prove, 
by  oath  or  otherwise,  that  he  is  owner  of  a  freehold  in  the  said  state, 
of  the  value  of  three  hundred  dollars,  over  and  above  all  or  any 
claim  or  lien  thereon,  or  against  him,  including  therein  any  contin- 
gent claim  which  may  accrue  from  or  upon  any  former  bond  given 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  such  bond  may,  at  the  option  of 
the  party,  be  secured  by  mortgage  of  real  estate,  or  by  the  pledge 
and  transfer  of  public  stock  of  the  United  States,  or  the  state  of 
Maryland,  or  the  city  of  Baltimore,  or  by  deposit  of  the  amount  of 
the  penalty  in  some  bank,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  mayor  of  said 
city,  such  security,  real  or  personal,  having  been  first  approved  by 
the  said  mayor. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,    That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful   for  any  May  commute 
owner  or  consignee  as  aforesaid,  at  any  time  within  three  days  after  ^°'  bonds, 
the  landing  of  such   persons  or  passengers  from  any  ship  or  vessel 

in  the  port  of  Baltimore,  to  commute  for  the  bond  or  bonds  required 
by  the  preceding  section,  by  paying  to  the  register  of  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  each  and  every 
passenger  reported  as  by  law  required,  and  the  receipt  of  such  sum 
by  said  register,  shall  be  deemed  a  full  and  sufficient  discharge  from 
the  requirements  of  giving  bonds  as  aforesaid ;  and  all  such  com- 
mutation money  and  forfeiture,  as  hereinbefore  provided  for,  shall 
be  paid  and  distributed  by  said  register  in  the  mode  and  proportions 
provided  by  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  and  the  pre- 
ceding supplements  thereto,  in  regard  to  the  assessments,  penal- 
ties and  forfeitures  made  payable  by  said  act,  and  the  supplements 
thereto. 

3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  which  luconsistent 
this  is  a  supplement,  and  of  the  various  supplements  thereto,  which  ^'^^*  ^*P 
are  inconsistent  with   the   provisions  of  this  act,  be,  and  the  same

claim  the  estate  of  such  intestate,  by  reason  of  which  the  same  re- 
mains undistributed  in  the  hands  of  the  administrator  or  adminis- 
trators ;  and  it  has  been  doubted  whether  the  provisions  of  the  act 
to  which  this  is  a  supplement  extend  to  such  cases : 

Act  extended.  !•  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland^ 
That  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-five, 
chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  ex- 
tended to  all  cases  in  which  the  personal  estates  of  persons  dying 
intestate,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  shall  be  ready  for  distribution  in 
the  orphans'  court  of  Baltimore  county,  and  remain  unclaimed  by 

Proviso.  legal  representatives  :    Provided,  however,  that  unless  the  said  court 

shall  be  satisfied  that  the  intestate  left  no  legal  representatives 
living  at  the  time  of  his  or  her  death,  the  said  court,  before  ordering 
distribution,  as  provided  by  the  act  aforesaid,  shall  cause  the  ad- 
ministrator or  administrators,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  such  intestate, 
to  give  notice,  by  advertisements  inserted  for  such  periods  of  time, 
and  in  newspapers  published  in  such  places,  as  the  said  court,  in 
their  discretion,  may  deem  necessary  and  proper,  that  upon  default 
of  the  appearance  of  legal  representatives  of  the  intestate,  by  a  cer- 
tain day,  to  be  fixed  by  the  said  court,  and  named  in  the  said  ad- 
vertisements, the  estate  of  the  intestate  will  be  distributed  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  eighteen  hundred  and  forty-five, 
chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty,  aforesaid,  and  the  supplements 
thereto.

convicted  of  criminal  offences,  or  as  hereinafter  provided  for,  in 
case  of  application  of  parents  or  guardians,  and  shall  have  power  to 
place  the  said  children  committed  to  their  care  during  the  minor- 
ity of  such  children,  at  such  employments,  and  to  cause  them  to  be 
instructed  in  such  branches  of  useful  knowledge  as  may  be  suited 
to  their  years  and  capacities,  and  they  shall  have  power  to  bind 
out  said  children,  with  their  consent,  as  apprentices  during  their 
minority,  that  is  to  say,  males  until  the  age  oftwenty-one  years,  and 
females  until  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  to  such  persons  and  at  such 
places,  to  learn  such  proper  trades  or  employments  as  in  their  judg- 
ment will  be  most  conducive  to  the  reformation  and  the  future  bene- 
fit and  advantage  of  such  children :  And  provided,  further,  that  all 
and  singular  the  clauses  and  provisions  of  acts  of  the  legislature  of 
this  state  concerning  apprentices,  relating  to  the  covenants  to  be 
inserted  in  the  indentures  of  apprentices,  shall  apply  to  the  appren-

Whereas,  it  hath  been  represented  that  the  interest  and  con- 
venience of  the  people  of  Baltimore  county  would  be  greatly  pro- 
moted, and  the  administration  of  justice  in  said  county  be  rendered 
more  speedy  and  efficient,  if  the  said  county  were  separated  from 
the  city  of  Baltimore  ;  therefore, 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That  at 
the  election  to  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  May  next, 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  and  maybe  lawful  for  the  quali- 
fied voters  of  the  several  election  districts  of  Baltimore  county,  to 
elect  three  persons  for  and  from  each  election  district,  who  shall  be 
styled  commissioners  of  the  several  districts,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  meet  on  the  first  Monday  in  June  next,  at  some  central  place  in 
said  county,  and  there  determine  and  fix  upon  a  suitable  site  for 
the  erection  of  the  public  buildings  for  said  county ;  and  in  fixing 
upon  said  site,  they,  the  commissioners  of  the  districts,  shall  take  into 
consideration  the  general  interest  of  the  people  of  said  county,  and 
the  facilities  of  access  and  departure  from  said  site,  and  the  decision
